LONDON, October 29.—The Post-DISPATCH 
correspondent at Berlin who witnessed the 
Emperor’s recent arrival, says that by 7 
o’clock in the morning the open place in front 
of the Potsdam station was crowded with 
people, through whom a clear road was kept 
by numerous policemen. Many detectives 
were mixed up among the loyal subjects. 
The weather was bitterly cold, but this did not 
prevent people from waiting patiently till a 
little past 8 o’clock. The two-horse brougham 
of the Emperor, with the well-known leid- 
jaeger of His Majesty on the box in gala attire 
and with a plumed hat made its appear- 
ance. In the carriage, looking as fresh 
as possible, satthe Kaiser, well wrapped up. 
With him were Prince William and two mem- 
bers of the royal household. The cheers from 
the people were deafening, and the men took 
off their hats and the women courtesied as the 
carriage drove rapidly through their midst. 
Since the Nobeling attack the Emperor's car- 
riage has always been driven at full speed, 
and though apparently unguarded it is 
always accompanied at a distance by 
mounted policemen, who never lose sight of 
it and are ready to dash forward at the slight- 
est sign of danger. I was at the station on 
Friday morning at6 o’clock and, though of- 
cials of all kinds were there ta impede my 
progress, I] managed to get a place on the 
general traftic platform from which I was able 
to catch sight of the arrival of the special 
train and

on the private platform reserved for the use of 
the royal family. The platform was carpeted 
and some slight attempts at decoration had 
been made. All persons present were in full 
uniform. I was never more astonished than 
when Isawthe Emperor. The last time lsaw 
him was in 1872, when entering Wiesbaden in 
triumph at the head of his army. I had ex- 
pected to find the greatest change in his ap- 
pearance after these fifteen years, for the vari- 
ous latest photographs depict him as decrepit 
and weazened. From the distance at which I 
stood, however, I could observe practically 
no change at all. The Emperor alighted 
briskly and without assistance from anybody 
and greeted those present with the greatest 
heartiness, shaking hands with allthose near 
o him. He stood straight and looked very 
fresh and not as fatigued as did his grandson. 
While the servants were attending to his bag- 
gage and pointing to them, the Emperor made 
some remark at which everybody laughed. 
Seeing the royal party moving towards 
the exit 1 got out into the 
street and was in time to witness 
the enthusiastic reception mentioned above. 
Atlo’clock Il wes on the Palace place, where 
a huge crowd was collected. Shortly after 1, 
just after the sentry had been changed at the 
palace watch, the Emperor appeared at the 
window of his study and saluted the people 
with his hand. There was one roar of ‘‘Hoch’’ 
and of ‘‘Long live our Emperor.’’ Hats were 
thrown up into the alr and women waved their 
handkerchiefs. The same demonstrations of 
loyalty were showntothe Emperor on the 
following day, when he drove out twice. The 
lindens were lined with peopleto see him 
pass, and there was nothing but cheering and 
bowing from one end of the street to the 
other. On Monday last 
THE EMPEROR LEFT BERLIN 


for two days’ shootingat Wernigerode,where 
he was the guest of Count Otto of Wernige- 
rode. The first day’s sport was very good, 
the Emperor’s bag consisting of twenty-six 
head of large game. A grand banquet fol- 
lowed this in the evening at which the Em- 
peror showed himselt in the bestof health 
and spirits. It was during this dinner that he 
made that remark in which he attributed his 
good health to the fact that he always eats very 
slowly, a habit, he related, that 
had been enforced on him when 
a boy by his mother, who ordered 
every mouthful served atthe young Prince's 
table to be wrapped up in thirty different 
pieces of paper, which he had to remove 
before getting his food. On Wednesday after- 
noon the Emperor returned to Berlin, where 
he is now detained from further hunting bya 
sligut cold. This marvelous energy is a good 
sign for the future tranquility of Europe, for 
As long us the Emperor lives there will be no 
war, and this is what a few days ago the 
Emperor himself said. The opening of Parlia- 
ment here is being locked forward 
to with more than usual interest 
as it has been announced that Prince 
Bismarck will make a speech on the subject of 
the relations between Germany and Ruasia. 
Prince Bismarck made a joke on this subject 
two days ago. Having complained of cold, 
Dr. Schwenninger said to him, ‘‘Your Ex- 
cellency should take a Russian bath.’’ 

No, “ said the Prince, as matters stand 
at present I should prefer a Roman bath. 

GREAT RELIEF 


is being felt in Berlin at the announcement 
thatfor the future bulletins on the Crown 
Prince’s health will be issued regularly in the 
German official papers. Till now Berlin 
has had to depend for its bad news on 
Paris and for its goood news on 
London. Itig saidthat this arrangement has 
been dictated by the Prince himself. The 
Prinoe is staying at Baveno under the name of 
Count Linden, and under this incognito had 
forbidden any official recognition of his birth- 
day. The municipality of Baveno disobeyed 
this order and did all in thelr power tocele- 
brate the day. Flags ornamented every 
house, a morning serenade was made before 


* 
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| the Villa Clara by the municipal band, huge 
bouquets arrived by scores from all the 
surrounding villages. The present of the mu- 
nicipality was an album bound in red velvet, 
with gold ornaments, containing views 
of the Villa Clara and of  Baveno. 
On the cover were the national arms of Italy 
and Germany. The Queen of England 
sent a marble bust of herself, and also a 
silver tea service. In the evening every house 
was illuminated, and also all steamers on the 
lake and one band played alternately German 
and Italian national anthems. An attempt 
was made this week by one of Tilghmann’s 
friends to get Herr Koch to withdraw 
his charge against the ex-Vice-Consul and to 
effect his release. This gentleman called on 
Herr Koch and offered a draft to settle his 
claim. Koch, however, refused the draft, as 
he did not know whether the draft was worth 
anything more than those Tilghmann gave 
him and by which he lost his money.

DULL TRADE, 


London Merchants Complaining — Gossip 
From Leading European Capitals. 
Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, October 29.—There is in every 
quarter the greatest complaint of trades- 
people at the stagnation of business. The 
winter promises to be oneof the greatest dis- 
tress. The postponement of the Queen's re- 
turn from Scotland will have the effect of 
keeping fashionable people away from 
London, while travelers are now fright- 
ened away by the exaggerated stories 
of fever and epidemics, which are 
constantiy published in the newspapers. 
The constant parading of the Communists in 
the streets and possibilities of rioting also de- 
ter country visitors from coming to London. 
Paris is gainer. Most Americans are making 
their fall purchases in Paris instead of Lon- 
don. 

KICKING STOCKHOLDERS. 

It is said in substantial quarters that there is 
great dissatisfaction among the stockholders 
of the Great Atiantic lines, owing to lack of 
dividends, and that a moyement is now on 
footfor a pooling arrangement between the 
companies, similar tothatof railroads. It is 
said that none of the Great Atlantic companies 
have declared any dividends for over four 
vears, and that something must be done very 
soon to change the ruinous competition before 
they are crowded into bankruptcy. 

THE QUEEN’S FAVORITES. 

The Queen is devoted to the chilaren of the 
Duke of Connaught. A number of pictures of 
the Queen, on exhibition in London, have 
these favorite children setting in her lap or 
hanging upon her skirts. Greatly to her dis- 
appointment she has been obliged to give 
them up because their mother insisted upon 
taking them with her to India the other day. 
When the Duchess went to India last year the 
children were left with the Queen and the 
latter hoped to keep them this time. The 
Duke of Connaught is the Queen’s favorite 
son. The Duchess is a great favorite also with 
the Queen.

ABSURD MR. DONNELLY, 


The Saturday ‘‘Review’’ Makes Sport of His 
Baconian Cryptogram. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, October 29.—The Saturday Review 
publishes to-day a slashing attack upon the 
Donnelly-Shakspeare article by Prof. David- 
son in the New York WorRLD. The Review 
discussed Davidson’s arguments as those of a 
mere reporter. After reviewing generally the 
article the paper says: ‘‘Donnelly thinks 
that Bacon wrote Burton as well as Shaks- 
speare. He thinks that offices meant 
what it means now in auctioneers’ slang, to- 
wit: kitchens and sculleries. He has the most 
wonderful notions as to copyrighting. He 
thinks that Bacon’s lines, The World's Bub- 
ble, are quite worthy of the author of the 
plays, and attributes confidentiv to Bacon 
Peele’s probable lines, ‘His Golden Locks.’ 
He says that the author of the ‘Tempest’ 
must have been at sea, and Bacon bad 
been at sea. Shakspeare, as far as we 
know it is just as well to remind the reader 
once more that practically we don't know 
anything at ali—had not. The author of the 
plays Was an aristocrat and so must have been 
Bacon. Poor Donnelly, does he think that 
Bacon was considered an aristocrat by Percy 
and Deveres. And, to crown all, he seems, 
from fragments given of his crypto fomance,to 
have absolutely no knowledze as to what is 
and what is not likely to have been Elizabeth- 
an English. Far be it from us to attempt, 
even if his book had been published, which, 
more’s the pity, it is not, 

TO ANSWER MR. DONNELLY. 

Toevery one acquainted with the literature 
the separate individuality of three such 
writers as Shakspeare, Bacon and Burton, is 
a thing self-evident, and is not worth arguing 
about. But a really amusing thing is that 
here is a good wan, who, even on his own 
showing, is attempting a problem whieh re- 
quires u most intimate acquaintance with the 
literature, habits, language and history of the 
late sixteeuth and early seventeenth centuries, 
and who, on hisown showing, does not pos- 
sess even such an acquaintance with them as 
a tolerably intelligent schoolboy who has 
worked through one of Aldis Wright's 
editions of the plays, may be supposed 
to possess. Itis hardly possible to imagine 
anything more delightful of its kind than the 
above quoted inquiry about the printing of 
1663, and the suggestion that the book of 168. 
might solve the difficulty. However, we take 
pleasure in Mr. Donnelly. He has given us 
some amusement, and ought to give as more, 
anda very sanguine person might even in- 
duige half the hope that by mere foree of la- 
nocent and unconscious caricaturing he may 
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put some stop to the grosser absurdities of 
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Shakspeare criticism. Certainly it he does 
not, the helot form of instgaction must be 
quite played out.

A LITERARY EVENT. 


Renand’s History of the Israelites” —A Sen- 
sation in Literature. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, October 2.—The Parise literary 
event of the week has been the publication of 
Renand’s ‘‘History of the Israelites.’’ The 
historian holds that there are but three his- 
tories of prime interest to the human race, 
and that united they form the history of civil- 
ization. They are the Greek, Jewish and 
Roman, and embrace all rational and progress 
ive humanism. Greece has the largest and 
most brilliant part, and progress in the world 
will eternally consist in working and widen- 
ing out what that little nation conceived. 
The single fissure in her humanism lay in her 
contempt for the poor, and her failure to 
realize the need of a just God. Her 
philosophers had an easy toleration for social 
iniquities ,and so her religions remained charm- 
ing toys forcities. The notion of an Universal 
God never arose in the Greek brain; it was 
given to ardent genius of the little people in 
an out-of-the-way corner of Syria to supply 
this defect in the Hellenic mind. Israel could 
never resign itself to see an _ ill-governed 
world under a just God. Its-sages went into a 
furious anger at the iniquities that prevailed, 
and the sight of an unjust man dying wealthy 
filled their hearts with bitterness. The proph- 
ets ofthe ninth century before Christ made 
social justice religious dogma and 
declared that it would be better for the wicked 
to be destroyed than to live, if righteousness 
were not to triumph. Their point of view was 
false but fertile in good. Likeall doctrines of 
despair, and like the present day Nibilism, it 
produced a great awakening of the soul, for 
the founders of Christianity continued the 
teachings of the prophets, «nd were always 
looking for the destruction of the world; and, 
strange to say, they transformed the old 
world. Jesus, the aposties and the second 
generation of Christians established the relig- 
ion of Hebrew origin which crowded 
out the patriotic playthings of the 
pagan world.

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A BLOOD FEAST OF ROBBERS, 


The Wholesale Slaughter of Travelers at 
Guirgevo, on the Danube. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch, 
VIENNA, October 29.—At Guirgevo, on the 
Danube, an accident has recently led tothe 
discovery of a series of systematic and whole- 
sale murders. The circumstances under which 
they were perpetrated were as follows: 
Numerous peasants and workmen from 
the interior of Roumania have been 
in the habit of crossing the 
Danube at the above-mentioned port for the 
purpose of seeking laborin Bulgaria, but on 
their return journey, with their savings, fear- 
ing the indiscreet questions of Roumanian 
customs officials, the travelers have long 
evaded them by landing ona small isiand in 
the Danube, whither they were rowed by Turk- 
ishor Bulgariau boatmen, mostly during the 
night. From this island it was possible to 
reach the Roumanian shore in different ways, 
unnoticed by the authorities. Some time ago 
a soldier, accidentally walking on the banks of 
the river, heard terrible screams issuing ap- 
parently from some reeds near that island. 
After a silence of several hours similar 
screams were again heard by persons whom 
the soldier had called to the spot. On the po- 
lice proceeding thither they found that on 
both occasions persons crossing the river and 
landing on the island had been murdered by 
their own boatmen. A comprehensive in- 
quiry was now instituted by the Roumanian 
fiscal general, M. Populacano, the result of 
which has been to establish with certainty 
that hundreds of workmen or peasants have 
been murdered on the island ut 
the moment of landing, and were 
then robbed of the money and goods 
they had with them, their corpses being either 
buried in graves already prepared for them, 
or thrown amongst the reeds in the Danube. 
In all cases the murderers were Turkish or 
Bulgarian bhatmen, from Rustchuk, who car- 
ried, concealed under their clothes, knives 
and daggers with which they dispatched their 
victims, one after the other, as they set foot in 
the dead of night on the lonely island in the 
Danube. . 


A POLITICAL TRAGEDY IMMINENT. 


British Rule in Zululand.

THE BLOWING UP OF THE CHICAGO JAIL IN 
CONTEMPLATION. 


A Strange Man Discovered in the Alley 
Back of the Jail—The, Police Arrest a 
Boy Who Has Important Papers in His 
Possession—Crowds Visiting the Con- 
demned Men—Anarchist Meeting in New 
York. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcu. 

CHICAGO, III., October 29.—The police think 
that they discovered a plot among Anarchist 
sympathizers to-day to blow up the county 
jail. Wednesday morning a strange man 
came to the jail and his movements were so 
suspicious that Jaller Folz sent out Deputy- 
Sheriff Webb, who has charge of the 
men on the outside and who is an 
old Central Station detective. This is the de- 
acription of the man as furnished to the police 
by Deputy Webb: 

Stout. built, about five feet eight or nine 
inches tall, dressed in dark clothes, 
cutaway coat, chinchilla overcoat and 
stiff hat. Hie has a heav 
dark mustache and light sideburn whiekers. 
He calis himseif Joe Miller and speaks with an 
American accent. 

This man had not been to the jail before, 
but he walked into the cuge and talked famil- 
farly with Fischer, Lingg and one or 
two of the others. He began to 
‘‘size up’’ the interior of the jail 
and before he left walked into the jail office 
and seemed to examine with more than curious 
interest the passages leading to the various 
wards. When he left Deputy Webb followed 
him. The man walked to the corner 
of Michigan and Clark streets, gave a 
letter to a letter-carrier, and then walked 
north, stopping every half biock to look 
around in acareless fashion. Between Illinois 
and Indiana streets he crossed North Clark 
street and then started south and kept a 
watchful, wary outlook until he reached the 
bridge. Webb followed him all the time. 

A reporter who saw this man in the fall 
and Webb's observation of him, shadowed 
both dt them and saw everything up to this 
time. At the bridge the man paused frrreso- 
lutely, und Deputy Webb slackened 
his pace. A big propeller was com- 
ing up the river and the bridge 
began to turn slowly. The man appeared to 
be in a reflective mood and watched the bridge 
tenders attheir work. Justasthe north end 
of the bridge swung clear of the abutment the 
man suddenly woke up, made a dash 
for it and leaped upon the moving 
bridge. Webb saw the trlek, too 
late and some yards of empty space inter- 
vened between them by the time he checked 
himself with an effort at the end of the abut- 
ment. When the bridge closed the fugitive 
Jost himself among the crowd of 

ople waiting to cross at the 
south end of the bridge, and the baffled 
Deputy, after a fruitiess search along Clark 
and South Water streets, returned to the 
Criminal Court Building. He at once informed 
Capt. Schanck and supplied him with a de- 
scription of the mysterious man. 

Thursday evening about S o'clock this same 
man was seen loitering in the alley north of 
the jail reconnoitering the locality. A police- 
man noticed his queer actions and notified 
two detectives. They ran around to the 
other side of the building and saw the 
suspect hand a4 paper to a boy. 
The man disappeared into an alley 
and the boy tried to hide himself in the crowd 
on Clark street. <A detective caught the boy. 
Jie found in his pocket a paper containing a 
minute description of parts of the jail. By 
accident a part of this description fell into 
the hands ofareporter. It reads: 

The north end of the jail contains fourteen 
windows, twelve panes each. They are twelve 
feet from the ground and barred with round 
fron bars. 

The boy wastaken to the Chicago Avenue 
Yolice Station where he is now under arrest. 
The police say they are looking for the man 
who gave him the paper.

MRS. SCHNAUBELT IS HERE. 


The Wife of the Bomb-Thrower Comes From 
Giermany to Save the Seven. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcH. 

CHICAGO, III., October 29.—Mrs. R. Schnau- 
belt, the wife of the man who is believed to 
have thrown the bomb at the Haymarket riot, 
arrived here from Germany to-day. It 
was at first supposed that she came 
bere to comfort her daughter, the 


wife of Schwab, the condemned Anarchist, 
during the trial of the coming execution. She 
told the reporters to-night, however, that she 
came for the purpose of telling the 
whole truth about the riot and 
the killing of the police officers and 
thus securing the release of her son-in-law 
nnd tlie other condemned men. She said that 
she was in possession of facts that would ex- 
onerate them. The inference is 
that she has been sent by 
her husband to savethe lives of his fellow- 
agitators by revealing the fact that he threw 
the bomb. When Mrs. Schnaubelt was ques- 
tioned about this through an interpreter, how- 
ever, she refused to say whether 
or not her husband threw the 
bomb. She would reveal her facts 
to the proper authorities, she said, and to no 
one else, only the condemned had nothing 
whatever to do with the bomb throwing 
directly or indirectly; aud that she 
was prepared to prove conclusively. 
This remarkable statement created a great 
pensation among the Anarchist sympathizers. 
They will submit her statement and her evi- 
dence, if she has any, to the Governor, and an 
appeal will be made to him to defer the execu- 
tion until her stato ments can be substantiated. 
It is not certain, therefore, that the execution 
Will take place November 11 even if the Su- 
preme Court does not interfere. Many per- 
sons who do not sympathize at all 
with Anarchy are inclined to believe 
Mrs. Schnaubelt's story from the 
that Schnaubelt, it is almost 
mew all about the bomb throwing, 
would be very natural for him to try to 
ave his fellow-Anarchists by revealing what 
e knows. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

They Meet in Union Square and Resolute in 
Favor of Justice.

NEW YORK, October 29.—The Anarchist lead- 
ers who called a meeting on the plaza at Union 
Square to-night to protest against the execu- 
tion of their Chicago brethren for participating 
in the Haymarket riots were surprised 
and delighted to see the crowd that 
responded. One hundred and _ twenty 
blue coats, under Inspector Williams, 
held a preliminary convention at 7:30. Forty 
park policemen, under Capt. Beatty and 
Sergt. Mulholland, were also in. Attendance at 
7:45, speaking began onthe front verandah. 
On the platform were J. E. Quinn, J. M. 
Kelly, Ligtrict 91; J. J. McKenna, Dis- 
trict 41; Wm. kK. McGuire, District 146; 
John Fullagan, District 187; J. K. Mansion, 
District 68;M. A. Hanley, District 197; E. J. 
Hall, District 198, and Capt. Thomas Curran of 
Third avenue strike fame. John A. Kelley 


was appointed chairman. 

James E. Quinn of District 49 was the 
first speaker. He said: „We have 
relied heretofore on the ballot to protect our 
liberty, but we have found that in another 
State the ballotis not capable of protecting 
that liberty. There is no hope for any man or 
set of men whomthe capitalists conspire to 
murder. They are judicially murdering us, 
not by retail, but by wholesale, 
and every man who endeavors to 
uphold the cause of labor is stigmatized as an 
enemy to society. Weare the slaves of so- 
ciety, but we have no desire to trample under 
foot the law. It is the duty of the Supreme 
Court of the United States to see that these 
men are protected under the laws of the 
United States. The poor man should have 
as much right to appeal against an injustice as 
the capitalist. It is the first instance inthe 
history of America that an opportunity has 
been afforded for such actions. We must 
have justice or know the reason 
why. seven men stand with their 
heads almost in the noose. There 
is no country on the face or the earth where 
such murder would be tolerated. It is the 
work of the capitalists and the capitalistic 
press. Socrates, Jesus Christ and John Brown 
were martyrs, and so are the men in Chicago 
to-day.’’. 

Mr. Quinn-then went déep into the antagon- 
ism of capital and labor, ending with a tirade 
against the so-called capitalistic press. After 
some more speaking in «similar vein, the fol- 
lowing resoutions were read and adopted: 

Whereas, from a careful examination of the 
record of the cases of our brother Parsons 
and others, known as Anarchists, versus the 
State of Llinois, it appears that these patriots 
were, on the occasion of the Haymarket 
meeting, exercising a constitutional right of 
public assemblage essential to the preserva- 
tion of our republican form of government; 
and 

Whereas, It is evident to any careful ob- 
server thata desire existed on the part of the 
controlling powers, cupitalists, to suppress 
those public assemblages, lest the education 
which would naturally follow should lead to 
a more equitable distribution of the product 
of labor; and 

Whereas, It is also evident that the public 
officials were only the tools to carry out their 
will, even though every vestige of justice was 
trampled under foot; and, 

Whereas, We believe, from all the evidence 
produced, that the public officials of Chicago 
were the only criminals in this case, there- 
fore, be it

Resolved, That the working people of this

While he was talking the Treasurer of the 
He dropped the glass in

phy at the glass threatened to break the win- 
dow and crawl in. 

„Do,“ said Dunn, as he quietly pocketed 
all the money in sight.

Thetreasurer drew along pistol which lay 
on the shelf before him a little near- 
er. Constable Murphy concluded he was 
bluffed and desertedthe foyer of the theater 
for the rear. ‘There, at the stage door, he 
called for admittance, and the admittance not 
being furnished, assisted by his deputies, 
some of whom brandished pistols 
and threatened to shoot, he broke 
in the door. The constable and deputies 
rushed upon the stage where the properties of 
Bwentnam, Rice and Fagin lay ready for the 
baggugemen to take away. Murpuy levied 
on these properties, and placed 
several deputies in charge. Having 
accomplished so much the crowd adjourned 
to the nearest bar, where many of them added 
four fingers to a heavy load of liquor. 

When the nature of the attachment was 
made known to the management of 
the minstrel company they said 
‘*The Havons’’ had been engaged 
to do a musical act, but their work being be- 
low the standard of the company they were 
given two weeks notice and were discharged at 
Albany, N. 1.

was left to their charge. The deputies re- 
posed onthe trunksin the stage wings, and 
the watchman sat near narrowly watching 
them. That was the situation at 3 O'clock 
this morning. 
MURPHY'S METHODS. 

Murphy has applied the same tactics to 
seizures of theatrical property on several oc- 
casions before, and bas made himself — 
liarly offensive by raids on individ- 
uals. Last summer on the complaint 
of discharged chorus girl against 
Harry Williams, at one time manager 
of the Bijou Opera Company, he seized the 
box-office receipts at Uhrig’s Cave in a man- 
ner similar tothe seizure of last night. The 
property of the Argonauts of °49’’ 
Company members was -seized by him 
with exhibitions of firearms and impudence, 
to make good a claim of $2.50 of an actor who 
had leit the company. The baggage of 
the manager of the company was not 
seized, and the members of the company 
were for three days without a change 
of clothing. When George C. Miln was at 
Pope's, an actor caused a writ of attachment 
to issue, and Murphy in serving it drew a re- 
volver, frightening the inmates of the theater. 
Murphy isthe Constable attached to Justice 
hKane’s office.

PROHIBITION, 


Figures and Facts From Georgia on the 
Effect of the State Wave. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

ATLANTA, Ga., October 29.—The Prohibition 
cumpaign in this city is now in full blast, with 
the reapective parties under the leadership of 
Senator Colquitt, Prohibitionist, and Senator 
Down, Anti-Prohibitionist. The effect of the 
Prohibition wave, which has been passing 
over the State during the past two years, 
is being inquired into with unexpected results. 


Internal Revenue Collector Branshaw was 
to-day asked his views upon it, and he said: 
Before the advent of prohibition there were 
in the State thirty distilleries, and now there 
are sixty-three. The registered distilleries 
mash about twice as much grain per day 
as they did two years ago. There is 
now one grain distillery with a sur- 
veyed capacity of forty bushels of grain 
per day and ten with a surveyed capacity of 
twenty or more bushels per day. The re- 
mainder mash from five totwenty bushels per 
day. Two years ago there was no distillery in 
the State that mashed more than twenty bush- 
els of grainaday, and only three distilleries 
with a surveyed capacity of twenty bushels of 
grain per day. The rest mashed from five to 
twenty bushels a day. 

„How do the collections now compare 
with those of theten years previous to the 
operation of the Prohibition law?’’ 

They have increased. The increased col- 
lections for the year ending June 30, 1887, ex- 
ceeded those of the year ending June 30, 1886, 
882.000. 

How does the production of spirits so 
far in the present tax year, compare with the 
corresponding year of 18867“ 

„There was produced during September, 
1877. 16,753 gallons of corn liquor. I collected 
$22,753 on corn liquor for that month. There 
was produced during the corresponding 
month of September, 1886, 12,200 gal- 
lons of corn liquor, and 1 collected 
$12,117, showing an iucreased production of 
spiritsfor September, 1887, over Septeinber, 
1886, of 4,544 wallons, and an increase in the 
amount of taxes collected on spirits forthe 
same months of $10,639. Ifthe collections con- 
tinue to increase during the remainder of the 
present tax yearin the same ratio as they 
have done the collections will be increased 
about $75,000. ’’ 

A sensation was created inthe local canvass 
here to-day by the declaration of Rev. Dr. 
Hornady, one of the most respected Baptist

A Boston Boy Who Has Worn Female Attire 


for Sixteen Years. a

Boston, October 29.—Frank King, 
| years, was arrested yesterday for appearing 
in female attire. It has been ascertained that 
his wearing of female apparel was not the re- 
sult ot a passing fancy, but it has bern his 
daily habit since early childhood. 
During that time the family who 
adopted him sixteen years ago, when 
he was 8 years old, were not aware 


of the sex ofthe supposed dsughter they had 
reared. To-day the young man, aiter 
having his long girlish hair cut off 

a barber, and his picture taken, 
was discharged by Chief Tilley, and 
handed over to the safe-keeping of his foster 
mother, Mrs. Peter Cottrell of No. 88 Com- 
mercial street. He was also fitted out in a 
man’s suit of clothing, but in doing this 
some difiiculty was experienced because his 
waist measured only eighteen inches. He 
put on a pair of shoes and wore No. 4, ladies’ 
size. 

To-night Mrs. Cottrell was called upon at her 
house by the Post-DISPATCH correspondent. 
‘*Kitty’’ Russell, which was the name 
Frank was known by in the 
Cheisea restaurant, in whieh he was 
a walter, was not in. Mrs. Cottrell recited 
the story of ‘‘Kitty’s’’ life. She said, as did 
also her husband who was present, that they 
were completely astounded at the revelations 
of yesterday. They had always looked upon 
**Kitty’’ as their daughter, and bow he could 
for years have kept the secret of his sex con- 
cealed was past their understanding. 

Mrs. Cottrell said that sixteen years ago she 
was living in Washington village and for 
neighbors had a family named Morris, who 
had one child always supposed to be a girl. 
The Morrises aid uot treat the child well and 
after being beaten one day the child came over 
to the Cottrell's house, and from that time 
lived with them. From that day to this 
the child was known as kitty and 
that was its nume at the public 
school. When the child grew up she 
went out to work, doing ordinary female ser- 
vant’s housework in various places.

CHOLERA CARRIERS. 


Passengers From Infected Ocean Steamers 
en Route West. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCcH. 

NEW YORK, October 29.—The report of the 
committee appointed by the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons of Philadelphia, to 
investigate the quarantine stations of New 
York, Philadelphia and Baltimore, is of the 
deepest interest to Western cities. Itis very 
probable that some of the passengers in 
the ships from the cholera ports have gone 
to St. Louis. Dr. E. O. Shakespeare, famous 
as a cholera expert, said to the POsT- DISPATCH 
correspondent to-day when asked if, in his 
opinion, this country was about to havea 
visitation of plague: ‘‘Yes, if the present 
state of affairs continues. 

»The danger would be greatly increased, 
he went on, ‘‘if we were to have warm 
weather. Yet, cholera is no respecter of 
climates, and we must not forget the terrible 
visitation of the plague at Moscow a few years 
ago, inthe midst of a Russian winter.’’ 


The great danger, Dr. Shakespeare thinks, 
lies in the careless passing of steamers through 
quarantine. He instanced the case of 
the Independante, which arrived in New York 
from Palermo with 436 steerage passengers 
on board. She came from a point 
where cholera is raging, and her passengers, 
or the majority of them, came from places 
where there was cholera. This steamer was 
detained just twenty-five hours at quarantine, 
and was then allowed to land her passen- 
gers in New York, whence they dispersed 
to the East, the West, the North 
and the South, carrying in their perhaps 
disease-laden clothing, the germs of a 
terrible visitation to far distant inland 
localities. The books at Castle Garden may 
tellina general way the destination of these 
people, but it does not teil definitely to 
the different Boards of Health throughout 
the country where the people are, and if, as 
is too strongly to be feared there are the germs 
of cholera among them, it may break out 
where least expected, and may reach an ad- 
vanced stage before it is discovered by any 
medical body or the health authorities. 

Lhe fact that some of these filthy immigrants 
are said to have been destined for St. Louis 
makes the subject of vital importance to that 
city, and grave fears are expressed here that 
in the denser communities to which the lower 
class of Italians naturally gravitate, there will 
be found justthe kind of soil in which the 
seeds of that most terrible of earthly calam- 
ities, cholera, germinate and bear their awful 
fruit of plague and devastation. 

The present situation is most dangerous and 
menacing. The quarantine station of this city 
is taxed to its utmost capacity with the pas- 
sengersof the Alesia from cholera-stricken 
Marseilles. The Britannia is in port 
and passengers have been taken 
from here to Swineburne Island with 
the cholera and one of them has 
died there. The rest of the passengers re- 
main on board. There are other steamers now 
on their way here, and the gravest appre- 
hensions are felt that they too, have cholera 
on board. If they have, it will be most diffi- 
cult to avoid the awful outbreak which there 
is already too much reason to dread. 

The Chicago heaith authorities have already 
been started into activity by the news that 
eighteen of the filthy immigrants of the in- 
fected Alesia left for. that city on the 
16th. They have se a protest to 
Washington asking for protection against 
the torwarding from New York to 
the interior of immigrants from infected parts, 
and they do not hesitate, to declare that it is a 
common thing for York health officers 
to ship to the West persons sufiering with 
contagious diseases. |

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“HAPPY BOB” VAN BRUNT. 


The Murderer of Young Will Roy Sentenced 
to Hang.

Warsaw, N. Y., October 29.—‘‘Happy Bob“ 
Van Brunt, the murderer of Will Koy, was 
sentenced this morning to be hanged Decem- 
ber s next. Will Roy was a sou of Simon Roy, 
a painter of Castile, N. X. Van Brunt boarded 
with them, and while there he fell in love 
with Eva Roy, a step-sister of Will, 
Eva was a favorite with Will, and when the 
latter was going away from hometo begin life 
she felt very sorry and sat up with hf very 


late the night before bis departure. Van Brunt 
was jealous, and after lo’clock he went down 


to the parlorand told Eva she must goto bed 
or she would kill her mother, who had said she 
must not stay up nights with the boys. Eva 
replied: Ah, that was only to apply when 
you were with me. 

Van Brunt left the room very angry and re- 
turned shortly witha revolver and shot Roy 
in the head. Roy died beiore morning. Van 
Brunt got his sobriquet of ‘‘Happy Bob,’ 
while with the Salvation Army, 
attracting much attention by his 
excitable ways in leading a 
ineeting. He is now 26 years old. The mur- 
der took place October 7, of last year. 

When Judge Lewis was about to pronounce 
sentence this morning, he asked the prisoner, 
as is usual, ‘‘Have you anything to say before 
being sentenced?’’ 

Only that the shooting was not premedita- 
ted,’’ said the prisoner. ‘‘ButI wish to read 
some remarks regarding the evidence pro- 
duced at the trial. 

He then denounced the evidence of 
Moses Greene, of Castile, a colored man, who 
swore that Van Brunt told him before the 
murder Castile people would soon hear some- 
thing drop; of Fred Roy, who said that Bob 
did not retire that night before he did 
the shooting, and of those who 
said he remarked after the murder 
that heshotto kill. He said that he never 
threatened the life of Eva Roy, whom he loved 
better than life, and closed by defining the 
word premeditated according to Webster's 
dictionary. 

Judge Lewis said that he had but one duty 
to perform, namely, to fix the time of execu- 
tion. The prisoner had been given a trial of 
great deliberation and the general term had 
found no errors. The sentence was that 
he be hanged December 8, between 11 
and4o’clock. The prisoner kept up the same 
brave front that has characterized him since 
the murder. He is thinner than when the 
trial began. He wore an English blue pea 
jacket, striped trousers and a cowboy hat. 
Gen. Thayer, his counsel, says he won't hang 
in December. 


LYNCHERS HUNTING FOR HIM. 


The Cowardly Murder of R. C. Orr by 
Richard Mays.

HEFLIN, Ala., October 29.—Two lynching 
parties are to-day scouring the country for 
Richard Mays, who murdered R. C. Orr, iu 
this town last night.

THE WALKING MAN. 


JOHN OWEN SNYDER DYING AT HIS HOME 
AT MILL GROVE, IND. 


One of the Most Remarkable Cases in Med- 
ical History—His Affliction Unexpectedly 
Brings Him Wealth and Comfort—A 
Description of Snyder and His Manner 
of Tramping. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcn. 

CHICAGO, II., October 22.—John Owen 
Snyder, the incessant walker, who is dying at 
| his home at Mill Grove, Ind., is very well 
_known here. He made his first appearance 
| before the public about a year ago when he 
was brought out by Kohl & Middleton, the 
museum firm of this city. When they first 
approached him with offers to appear in pub- 
lic for pay, Snyder positively declined to 
leave his wretched little home, where he had 
been walking day and night for several years. 
He was abjectly poor and was supported by 
the industry of bis children. 

Everybody in that part of Indiana knew 
‘Uncle Jobn,’’ as he was called, and the 
offers made to him reached the ears of neigh- 
bors who were sensible enough to see that he 
could not wisely throw away the handsome 
sums Offered him. Buthe was loth to leave 
his cabin and the deep paths he 
had worn in the little plot of 
ground around it. Much urging and constant 
reference tothe needs of his family finally 
overcame the old man’s scruples and he con- 
sented to go to Cincinnati where the firm has 
also a museum, but he wouldn't go alone. 
Indeed, he needed constant attendance day 
and night and besides 

$1,000 A WEEK 

was in his eyes a sum so large that it required 
careful protection. Accordingly Joel France, 
his next neighbor, an honest old farmer, and 
a Mr. Cunningham, the village druggist, ac- 
companied him as protectors and attendants. 
A car was cleared so that he could walk in it, 
and while the train carried him he really 
walked to Cincinnati. 

The world at large had not heard of Snyder 
and the public was naturally incredulous. 
Upon the invitation of the managers of the 
museum, the professors and students of the 
medical college and the practicing physicians 
of the city were given the freedom of the mu- 
seum at all hours of the day and night. A 
guard of students, divided into regplar re- 
liefs, stayed with Snyder constantly for a 
week. 

The professors delivered learned lectures 
about him, and the cause of his strange afilic- 
tion, and the physicians advanced many 
theories. No case like his was ever known 
before, and the doct rs disagreed as to its 
exact character, although the general opinion 
was that he was a victim of a nervous dis- 
order. Every treatment they suggested had 
already been tried without success, and so the 
doctors shook their heads, said it was a very 
strange case and departed. 


SNYDER TRAMPED AWAY 

atthe Cincinnati museum for a week or two, 
and was then brought to Chicago, walking in a 
caras before. Here he created quite a sensa- 
tion. His appearance at the South Side 
Museum will be remembered by nearly every- 
one who was then in the city. Anentirefl or 
of the rauseum was set apart for his use, and 
day and bight, for a month, he walked around 
u little track, 

Snyder walked withashuffling gait, and it 
was very difficult for an ordinary man to keep 
stop. lle always wore rough shoes of the 
coarse and —＋ kind often worn dy laborers 
or by farmers when plowing. He kept up his 
steady walk day and night, usually 
going at a rate of about three 
miles an hour, and sometimes he would 
trot for an hour or two. He explained his 
various gaits by saying that when he couidn't 
keep the pain outof his legs by slow walking 
he could subdue it by trotting. He took all 
of his meals while walking and always shaved 
himself while tramping away at a steady 
gait. He never used a glass in shaving aud 
never cut himself. 

HE NEVER LAID DOWN. 

About 2 o'clock every night he would sit in 
a chair and sleep for halfan hour. Instantly, 
upon waking, he was ep and offavain. After 
walking for an hour he would take another 
shortnap. Usually he took three naps, of 
halfan hour each, every night, but some- 
— although rarely, he slept an hour at a 
time. 

He described the feeling in his legs to be 
something like the prickling sensation when 
one's limb goes to sleep, only in his 
case this pricking was accompanied by a 
numbness which soon developed into a dull 
pain. The only relief was to walk. It was 
with great difficulty that his clothes were 
changed. When he appeared in the museum 
here it was desiredto dress him in new and 
better clothes than he had worn. From his 
waist up he could change his clothes while 
wulking but how could he change his 
trousers. For three days and nights Snyder 
and bis attendants watched for an opportunity 
when he could stop long enough to effect a 
change befoe one presented itself. He always 
slept with his feet ina tub of hot water and 
waked very eusily.

RETURNED TO HIS HOME. 

With the money ne was paid by Kohl & Mid- 
dleton, more than he bad ever before had in 
his life, he purchased a comfortable home and 
provided for his family. He declared that he 
would never again appearin public, but bad 
so far relented that he was booked for a 
short stay lu this city during the 
coming winter. Once some unscrupalous 
men in Grand Rapides advertised that ‘‘Sny- 
der, the man who cannot stop walking,’’ was 
there, and actually set a man to walking as 
the original and real Snyder. The matter 
came to Snyder's ears, and he stopped the 
fraud with threats of exposure and sult. Sny- 
der is 55 years old, and has a wife and four 
grown children. His affliction came upon him 
immediately after his recovery from a fever.

THE QUEER LITTLE SETTLEMENT ON THE 
MISSISSIPPI’S BANK. 


A Place in St. Louis Which Rent and Tax 
Collectors Seldom Visit — High- Water 
Houses—Residences Built on Flat-Boats 
~The First Squatter— Odd Characters 
and How They Live—Cabins That Are 
Proof Against Floods, 


ROPERLY if a man should 
take his house, turn it 
upside down and board 
over the cellar, in order 
to make it comfortable, 
he would run the risk 
of being put down on the 
list of cranks, And yet 
this is similar to the kind 
of house most popular in 
a settlement almost in 
the heart of St. Louis. 
The house with the roof 
on the bottom is not 
known to the average 
architect, and yet itis a 
style of architecture 
which is a rage among 
the inhabitants of this locality. Men 
choose strange habitations sometimes. That 
combination of associations, habits, comforts 
and tender regard which constitute home may 
be made to cluster ground any spot. The 
dwellers in caves and cliffs, the dwellers in 
tents, the dwellers in trees, the dwellers in 
palaces and the dwellers in hovels invest their 
widely differing places of abode with the same 
attributes. 

And so the dwellers in Squattersville think a 
wonderful deal of their double-roofed houses, 
particularly of the roof on the bottom. Asa 
matter of fact there are times when the roof on 
the top, or what stands for the roof there, 
could far better be spared than the bottom 
roof, and the latter receives a vast amount of

Squatterville is not down in the Blue Book 


of the @ity, but it has its advantages. Itis 
sadly neglected by the Tax Collector and does 
not figure to ang extent on the rent rolB.

A SQUATTERVILLE MANSION 

is one of the simplest structures that can be 
built. The main buliding, if it may be so des- 
ignated, is nothing but acabined flat-boat, 
which is rescued from the river, is purchased 
from a traveling flat-boatman or ts built orig- 
inally tor the house. Some familjes are con- 
tent with the flat-boat alone, but others who 
have larger shares of this world’s goods and 
who may be called the aristocracy of the place 
have additions in the shape of small one-r om 
shanties, which serve as kitchens, and which 
are extremely summery in summer and win- 
try in winter. 

Huis Smith is looked upon as the founder 
of the village, and its origin, like the origin of 
many larwer and more i 
prosperous settlements, 
was purely accidental. 

Mr. Smith was flat bout 


gan on the other side again and went 
north as far as Anna street. he city, how- 
ever, wanted the riverfront for a levee and 
ousted all squatters north of Dorcas street, 
do that now the village extends with the inter- 
ruption made by the Arsenal from Cherokee to 
Dorcas. South of the Arsenal there are nine 
families and north there are from twenty-five 
to thirty, but the flats having been filled in by 
the brewing company the boat- house style of 
architecture is being neglected somewhat in 
the north part of the town. 

There Is a picturesqueness and oddity in the 
houses which are entirely theirown. To build 
one of them, piles are driven into the 
soft sand or large blocks ure 
placed at the corners and a flat- boat is placed 
on them. Allof the boats stand several feet 
and some of them as high as seven or eight 
feet above the ground. Some of the thriftier 
people board In the space under the boats and 
use it for cellars or storing-rooms. Most of 
them, however, are open and are filled with 
wood and dogs. Cabins are built 
boarding, or ot any kind of lumber that is 
handiest on the hulls of the flat-boat, leav- 
ing only little porches on each end, Some of 
these porches are ornamentgd with a part of

the upper deck and railing of a wrecked steam- 
boat, making small piazzas of more or less 
style and here and there will be found a bow 
of a boat latticed and covered with vines. Va- 
rious parts of steamboats are utilized in the 
construction of the cabins and the effect is 
variegated in the extreme. The cabins are 
divided into apartments, as the size ofthe orig- 
inal boat permits and the size of the family 
demands. Frequently efforts at ornamenta- 
tion are noticed, such as neat curtains and 
flowers Inthe windows where some woman 
has attempted to give scope to her sadly re- 
pressed love of the beautiful. The windows 
and doors are necessarily small and the flat 
roofs and soft wood ceilings are low enough to 
suit the most fastidious Boston architect. 
There are ceilings in Sgquatterville which would 
bend the neck of the proudest in the land. 

From the nature of the occupancy of the 
homesteads there is naturally no realty held 
in the place. Each man sticks his cabin where 
it suits and where there is no oueelse. One 
house often faces the rear of another, and the 
cabins are placed with no regard for order or 
system. The streets therefore are footpuths 
which wind in and out among the houses, 
While each resident owns only the piles or 
the blocks and his cabin, yet several have 
rimitive fences around little plots where a 
ew sickly vegetables and a sunflower or two 
are cultivated. 

FISHING AND CATCHING DRIFTWOOD, 

or floaters or anything else which the great 
river that flows by their doors bears from the 
country or the cities are the chief occupa- 
tions of the Inhabitants. Cat, buffalo and 
river croppies find ready sale in the markets, 
and the bakers are glad to get the light wood 
which is caught and drawn ashore by the 
men. It was one of the squatters who caught 
oor Zoe Watkins’ body, and many a 
‘*floater’’ from the city finds its way to the 
Morgue through the hands of the 
expert boatmen of the place. Some 
of the flat - boat dwellers work in 
the brewery or some other of the big manu- 
factories that fill this part of the city. A tew 
work steadily, and others only occasionally, 
while all fish eneugh and catch suffleient drift- 
wood for their own needs.

He and his family of 
nine in all, live in three modest rooms in one 
of the longest boat-houses inthe place. The 
flood warped the lines of his kitchen but it 
served its purpose just as well. 

John Myers is the patriarch of the place 
now and is one of the nabobs. He drawsa 
pension of SO a month from the Government 
on account of an injury to.his eyesight, and he 
has two sons who have steady employment. 
One of them is married. His flat-boat house 
stands a few yards from his father’s. Myers 
and his wife showed the visitors their snug 
little bedrooms, eight feet square, and their 
cosy kitchen decorated with lithographs, with 
a great deal of pride. Not far from their 
cabins was that of a new-comer wh: was 
washed up by the river. His boat is 
pretty nearly a wreck and he works in town 
and only spends Sundafs in it. A glance 
through the miniature window showed regu- 
lar bachelor quarters with a stove, coffee pot, 
clock, and boards laid on a trunk and covered 
with a blanket for a bed. The Myers family 
have been residents of Squatterville fur ten or 
twelve years and they like it. The old man 
said that it was a healthy place to live and the 
only thing against the place was the preva- 
lence of the mosquito, but he and the other 
well-off citizens have screens for their win- 
dows and doors. Life without screens is a 
continual misery insummertime and most of 
the people would rather do without houses

THE CARRIAGE CRIME 


FURTHER DEVELOPMENTS IN THE CHICAGO 
FREIGHT CAR MYSTERY. 


Theories With Regard to the Murder of 
Frank Haran—tThe Position of the Body 
and Its Surroundings When the Discovery 
Was Made—A Post-Mortem Examination 
—At Haran’s Home—Information Con- 
cerning the Last Acts of the Dead Man. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Aren. 

Cuicago, III., October 29.—Besides the 
identification of the body which was found in 
a carriage in a freight car yesterday as chat ot 
Barney Haran, no light was shed on the mys- 
tery to-day. The detectives made a 
careful examination of the carriage 
and the car this morning. The 
vehicle is of the common coupe or rockaway 
type and was inclosed first in a framework of 
inch-wide boards, over which was tightly 
tacked a large ollcloth. In order to have 
placed the body into the carriage by 
way of the door it would have been 
necessary to have cut the oilcloth and to 
have removed at least gne of the slats. That 
neither of these things had been done was 
quite evident on examination. There was no 
sign ofa cutinthe cloth and no evidences of 
its having been removed, and the same is 
true of the. siats. Just in front of 
the dashboard, however, down near the bot- 
tom one of the slats of the crate had been 
broken forming a hole through which it 
would have been possible to have dragged a 
body. To have removed it from this 
place into the carriage it would have 
been necessary to have squeezed 


it through a narrow space to the top of the 
dashboard, thence over the driver’s seat and 
through the front window of the carriage. 
The space. ls so e small and the 
body would necessarily have been thrown into 
sO many positions, that it would have been 
impossible to have accomplished the job 
without scattering blood all around. From 
the fact that 
THE BODY BLED PROFUSELY 

when taken out, it is evidentthat had the 
wounded man or fresh corpse been placed in 
the garriage it would have bled then. There is 
not a sign of blood on the crate near this hole, 
on the dashboard, on the cushions of the 
driver's seat or on any of the wooden slats 
that were placed there to keep the wagon in 
position. 

All this leads to the conviction that the man 
met his death upon the inside. This belief is 
strengthened from the fact that the police on 
their examination found a lock of hair that 
could not have been from the head of the dead 
man. His hair was clipped short and the lock 
found was of good length and of a different 
color. The dend man was found face down 
in one corner of the rear seat with his feet on 
the front one. The conclusion reached is 
that the long-haired companion of the mur- 
dered man must have become angry at him 
and shot him the bullet-hole being found near 
the eye and the face powder-burned. The 
natural position for the wounded man to take 
would have been to turn his face downward, 
As he did this he was probably struck upon 
the back of the head. The evidence of the 
quarrel before the shooting is the lock of hair. 
The murderer must then have crept from 
the carrixnge by the way the two entered and 
escaped at some small station. The only ob- 
jection to the quarrel theory is that,other than 
the lock of hair,there is no evidence of a quar- 
rel or struggie. It seems hardly possible 
that a fight could have been ear- 
ried on in 80 small a space 
without there being broken windows or 
scratched woodwork, and there are neither 
in this carriave. The man was killed ein 
sleep or while drunk. The corpse, which had 
become limp, and the blood liquified by the 
progress of decomposition, was propped up 
and photographed in the morgue last night 
by the newly-invented flash-light process, 

A POST-MORTEM EXAMINATION 
was made by County Physician Moyer 2 
In addition to the bullet hole over the right 
eye, a fracture of the skull was found at the 
base of the brain, and anotheron the temple. 
Any one of these would have caused death.

THE PITTSBURG MAN’S CONTEMPTIBLE CON-

Xie Uses Vile and Filthy Language to the

Al Hamm and Plaisted 
‘wer sent on to the training ground early and 
Wal ace Koss followed them with a new boat 
for the champion; and all three did their 
utmostto prepare Teemer for a great race. 
They all conceded that Gaudaur was a 
wonderful sculler, and agreed that nothing 
but the pink of condition would do for 
Teemer. ally they now say that Teemer 
cannot afford to be off the least bit when they 
meet again. He was watched night 
ands day, having one or the 
other of the trio with him all 
the time, and hie improvement in trials was 
ecarefuliy noted, and the time of rowing re- 
corded forthe benefit of Duryeaand Keenan, 
who knew just how fast Teemer was capable 
of going, and what his average time 
for three miles was during the 
last week of his preparation.

WHERE CUSTER FELL. 


A Sr. LOUIS ARTIST ON THE LITTLE BIG 
HORN BATTLEFIELD. 


The Crow Indians and Their Queer and 
Dirty Ways of Living—How They Dress 
and Spend Their Time—Old Crow’s Wife 
Elopes With Spotted Horse—Licut. Jack 
Sturgis’ Ring—Fort Custer andits Sur- 
roundings. 


~ US ber 9 IN Montana Terri- 
72 tory is the tmport- 
— ant point of juno- 
tlon with a stage 
line and highway 
connecting the Northern Pacific and Union Pa- 
cific Raliroads. Its situation within the Crow 
Indian Reservation’’ accounts for ite being a 
town of only two habitations and four ware- 
houses. The trip down to the ‘‘Agency’’ near 
the Custer Battlefield’’ presents the two- 
‘told aspect of acountry shriveled by lack of 
rain, yet which will bloom bounteously in the 
centuries to come, when expanding humanity 
métamorphoses the clfmate by irrigation, 
wells and nurtured groves. Sage bushes 
and buffalo grass are the niggardly 
and close-fitting mantle of valley, bluff and 
plateau, and harbor 
many  rattle-snakes 
and cactus plants. 
Yet the immediate 
course of streams 
and basins where 
melting snows muke 
ponds are verdant. 
The ‘‘reservation’’ 
is at the extremity 
of the Bad Lands, 
a curious, desolate 
spot, made so by Squaw and Pappoose. 
volcanic action, and covered with mounds 
and hillocks of red scoria. Many petrified 
stumps of large trees prove previous existence 
ofamore humid climate anda country cov- 
ered with forests. Droves and herds of horses 
and cattle attended by . grim cowboys 
equipped with revolvers, cartridge belts and 
broad white hats, and emigrant wagons 
drawn by a dozen horses or eighteen oxen en- 
list your attention. Hundreds of prairie 
dogs in their little towns enjoy the brightness 
and exhilaration of the western morning. 
The swooping hawks are such graceful rob- 
berst  .t their deeds seem pardonable, Flit- 
ting snowbirds, soaring larks and flocks of 
blackbirds are on the wing and rarely the 
sweet note ofa songster resounds from the 
cottonwood trees and low shrubbery along 
the river. 
The first sight of Indians naturally makes a 


most vivid impression. And it well might, 
when painted faces and necks are ablaze with 
Venetian red. Gaudy blankets eclipse the 
hues of a South American aviary. Squaws 
ride astraddile and often behind their lords and 
masters. The ludian husband is master as 
well as lord. 

Fort Custer containing, Hike other posts, an 
isolated little world initself, partakes of the 
prevaient hospitality and kindness of the 
army, and is uke un oasis out there on the 
dreary plains. The sweet strains of the after- 
noon concert by the military.band float thence 
over the unresponsive wastes. 


The filthy, indolent and degraded masses of 
Indians are repulsive as human beings. Con. 
tact with the whites has corrupted their native 
virtue, and disease, almost unchecked, plays 
terrible havoc among them. The nauseating 
smell ofan Indian is exceeded only by the 
squalor of his ‘‘tepee’’ or his ‘‘lodge.’’ 
Grease, dirt, flies and decaying pieces of food 
are conglomerated. Yetarichand beautiful, 
though barbarous picture, isa group of them 
sheltered beneath the beehive of a wig- 
wam and intensified in Colors by the 
flickering ‘‘tepee’’ fire. The blue smoke, 
however desirable it may be for the artist, 
gives many of the Indians sore eyes. It grad- 
ually escapes through the opening at the top, 
curling gracefully before the breeze and mek. 
ing a pretty picture of tent life. The Indians 

osesess but one dressing outfitat a time, and 

tis worn to rags. Breech-clout and mocca- 
sins compose their wardrobe. All other 
vestments are discarded wherever con- 
venience or comfort sug rests it. 
Adorning this fleshy basis with abund- 
ant flummery of feathers, beads, brass 
trinkets and paint, they yelpand jumo in 
ecstacies of excitement to the unitorm thud of 
tom-toms like graceful demons of the dance. 
Many rents in the loose, thin dresses of 
gquaws display anatomical glimpses. In cold 
weather a blanket envelops head and body. 
Reef entrails constitute their choicest article 
of food and hangin front of the ‘‘tepee’’ to 


Indian Lodge and Tepee. 

These personal surronndings are endurable 
and in fact very interesting to a transient ob- 
perver, but when considered as the sphere of 
human life they are a pitiable fizzle. Intimacy 
with the real Indians convinces one that the 
**Nobie Red Man! should either be relegated 
to the inscrutable past, or else recognized asa 
huge myth elevated by the humanitarian and 
novelist.

There is an untrammeled wildness in Indian 
blood. The only earthly power that holds 
them in subjection is the extermination of 
buffalo, elk and large game. They are now 
fed by the Government. The Government is 
allotting farm lands to them in severalty, with 
all the franchises of citizenship and the right 
to sell their property after twenty-five years. 
When they may vote for the President and de- 
cide upon the tariff and questions of national 
— their morals will undoubtedly be a per- 
sonal affair beyond outside interference. A 
grave question, therefore, resents itself in 
regard to whisky. Under its influence they 
become raving mad, and they are morally 
powerless to resist its temptation. 

Nearly opposite the agency is one of the 
most pathetic sights connected with our na- 
tional history—the long, high ridge upon 
which Custer’s gallant troops succumbed to 
the horrors of an Indian victory. It is one of 
the foot- hills of the Wolf Mountains, and in an 
arid, but topographically a sublime land- 
scape, replete with graceful lines and undu- 
lating farms. The monument is conspicuous 
The buttle ground is a promontory 
at the verge of the high lands, which descend

So that in approach- 
ing an elevation which under ordinary 
circumstances would be a 
hold, Custer, as it were, rode 
into a fortified fortress surrounded by a 
stealthy enemy, whose thousands were more 
than double the hundreds of his meager troop. 
For about six hours, and without hope, the 
soldiers awaited their turn at the hands of the 
implacable foe until they were slain toa man. 
And yet it is a 1 biget why, in their sheer 
desperation, they di 
effort to retreat. Some would certainly have 
Droken through to teli the sad tale, 
all were too terribly rattled to reflect or unite. 
The body of Lieut. Jack Sturgis was one of 
2 several not found on the 
field. His West Point class- 
ring, subsequently discov- 
ered upon the hand of a 
equaw captured during an 
outbreak in Cannda, sus- 
tains the probability that 
he was carried off there 
and tortured. No other 
trace of him ever came to 
light.

MENTS AT THE UNIVERSITY.

Stories of Reckless Expenditures Nearly 
All Wrong—Few Men Spend More Than 
$4,000 During a Term—One Can Have 
Everything He Wishes for 81,200—Dainty 
Tastes for Art and Fads for Collecting 
Strange Pipes and Canes. 


&pecial Correspondence of the POST-DISPATCH. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., October 27.—As a rule 
expenses are lighter at Harvard than at 
any other American college, and the 
opportunities for getting money are so numer- 
ous that it Is really the voor man’s college. 
The corporation alone distributes $70,000 a year 
in scholarship and loan funds, and any stu- 
dent of ability can getenough of this to pay 
his tuition, at least. An energetic man need 
not, however, depend on this. By tutoring un- 
dergraduates at $2 an hour, not a few students 
have paid all ther expenses. Setting type, read - 
ing proof, corresponding for newspapers, 
writing magazine articles, copying, keeping 
books and working in stores, offer money to 
the enterprising. Pumping wind forachurch 
organ at $1.25 per Sunday is a remunerative, 
if not an intellectual avocation for a few. 

The minimum expenditure for the college 
year is $400. This means the most rigid econ- 
omy in everything, and not a cent for amuse- 
ment. It leaves plenty of time for study, and 
on that account the poorest students are someé- 
times the best scholars. To persons who have 
only been in fair circumstances, $600 
means the ordinary comforts of life, with a 
quarter for the contribution box on Sunday, 
but little or nothing for pleasure. The aver- 
age allowance is about $800 per annum. With 
this a student can furnish his room neatly, 
give something to the college sports and not 
pinch himself. The next grade is $1,200, on 
which a man can livevery weil, belong to sev- 
eral societies and join In all the college amuse- 
ments. All above $2,000 a year is apt to be 
thrown away,and may be prejudicial to a 
proper attendance at lectures. 

How far above the last estimate some stu- 
dents go is largely a matter of conjecture. 
Freshmen love to teil tales about young men, 
rich as Croesus, who spend $30,000 a year, but 
this is very farabovethetruth. Rumor usual- 
ly multiplies the actual sum by two or three, 
and of course the hero is not averse to noto- 
riety, and says nothing to contradictthe cur- 
rent talk. 

Young Hearst, an 886 man, son of the Call- 
fornia Senator, has left a reputation that has 
hardly been equalled. He was an only son, 
and his millionaire father did not limit his al- 
lowance, but $12,000 a year would be a reason- 
able estimate of his expenditures. This does 
not include the $5,000 spent in furnishing his 
apartments, which were the flnest in the uni- 
versity. 

Of the class of '87, only one spent more than 
$4,000. This was H. R A. Carey of New York, 
who enjoys the distinction of being the 
wealthiest young man at Harvard. Both his 
parents are dead, and he is absolute master of 
a fortune which brings him an income 
of about $80,000 a year. Onlya small part 
of this, however, is spent at the univer- 
sity. Among the Freshmen who have beard 


so much about the exclusive habits of wealthy 
students, Mr. Carev is revarded as a shining 
example of men Whom money does not spoil. 
He ia not proud, and from his actions no one 
could tellthat he is in more than ordinary 
circumstances. 

Mr. Carey has been here fortwo years as a 
special student, but will leave this winter to 
travel abroad. At present he occupies a suit 
of roows in Beck Hall, pre-eminentiy the 
Swell establishment for students. H. L. Mor-

Their apartments con- 
siet of a study, two bedrooms and abath room. 
All that money can do bas been done towards 
furnishing the rooms aa beautifully as 

oseible. The wainscoting is of oak, beauti- 
ully carved, and the thick Oriental rugs and 
heavy Curtains are of the costliest materials. 
The walls are hidden by oil paintings, water 
colors, etchings and photographs of the vari- 
ous societies, Varsity crews, football, base- 
ball, cricket and lacrosse teams, and other 
college organizations Pictures of friends and 
of prominent men and wemen are all about. 
Medals of several Greek letter societies, sus- 
pended by bright ribbuns, show that the oceu- 

ants of the rooms are not wanting in socia- 

ility. 

A Aecle stand contains the delicate tea set 
which is used when Meesrs. Carey and 
Morgan give a 4 o'clock tea, a general 
custom among the students. Chotce bits 
of bric-a-brac fill the mantel and hang- 
ing shelves. Each student seems to have a 
hobby for collecting something, and in this 
case it is 2 There are dozens of them. 
There are long Dutch pipes and short Irish 
ones, French briar-woods, humbie ern 
cobs, and meerschaums in all designs, from 
the plain ones to the im ot a fierce or 


a venerable dervis. Hidden by a neat pair of

curtains is a pair of chest- weights, indicating 
that physical culture is not neglected, 
The bookcase stands in a corner and con- 
tains about four hundred richly-bound books, 
mostly poetry. 
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G. B. Painter's Noom. 


The bedrooms are quite plainly furnished. 
Half a hundred four-in-hand ties of all colors 
and textures hang on a string on the door, 
and inthis particular at least Mr. Carey can 
not complain of nothing to wear. 

If any persons are really born with silver 
spoons in their mouths these are Philip 8. and 
Herbert Sears, sons of a Boston capitalist. In 
fact, their spoons were gold. The Messrs. 
Sears are the champion tennis players of this 
country, and in their rooms, No. 32 Beck Hall, 
are fourteen silver cups, telling how they have 
reached this eminence. The most curious 
thing about the brothers is that they are twins 
and reseinble each other so much that many of 
their nearest friends cannot tell them apart. 
Their slender build would not lead one to sap- 
pose that they are athletes. They are of me- 
dium height and quite good-looking. 

Their rooms are models of elegance and 
comiurt. Oil paintings, etchings of scenes of 
field sports anda great number of photographs 
deck the walls. The photographs are those of 
friends, of which the brothers possess a le- 
gion, and of famous actors and beautiful act- 
resses. Two long streamers won by their 
yacht in 1885 and 1887 prove their success in 
another branch of sports. The twins are also 
members of various Greek letter societies, as 
is teen by the medals hanging on the 
walls. 

In college theatricals the Messrs. Sears are 
in great demand. Their resembiance is an un- 
falling source of amusement, and besides they 
really have atalent for acting. Nearly every 
room in the building contains a picture of the 
twins, dressed as footmen, peasant girls or in 
other costumes. 

Just across the hall from the Sears rooms 
are those of H. S. Sandford, 88, and K. C. Le 
Roy, 88. Mr. Sandford is from Sandford, Fia., 
his father being at present the United States 
Minister to Belgium. In the class-day elections 
afew weeks ago, Mr. Sandford was elected 
Odist, one ofthe highest honors to which a 
Senior can aspire. Their apartments have 
more of a student aspect than the others. 
Three book cases contain about 1,000 volumes. 
Several well-filled note-books lying on the 
table, anda typewriter ready for use, show 
that the occupants of the room are bard stu- 
dents. Photographs of the athietic clubs of 
the college and several paintinus embellish 
the room. Mr. Sandford’s tastes incline to 
scarfpins, of which he has a large collection 
on bis dresser. 

In addition to their other gifts the brothers 
* have good voices, and with G. B. Faint 
er, occupant of room No. &, often treat their 
friends to trios. The last named is the son of 
aricn Pittsburg manufacturer, and his room is 
one of the handsomest in the building. The 
picture of it given above gives a good idea of a 
typical college room lu Beck Hail. Canes are 
this students hobby. On a stand he has a 
dozen of them, of all sizes and shapes, from a 
slender one with a silver head to one which 
looks more like an Indian’s war club than the 
walking property of a peaceable student. This 
room contains the usual paintings and photo- 
graphs, a large sprinkling of the latter bein 
those of theatrical stars. A halt empty box o 
Havanas lying open on the tabie and a briar- 
wood pipe bearing evidence of nsage show Mr. 
Painter to be a lover of the weed. 

The most artistically furnished room in the 
building ie No. 8%. Eben Wright, son of Dr. 
Eben Wright of Boston, is the occupant. 
Everything inthe room is a wor of art, la 
cluding the tigers that scowl at you from the 
brass andirons. Dr. Wright has traveled 
abroad a great deal, and in the course of his 
wanderings his wealth end good taste have 
enabied bimto pick up a number of master- 

ieces of art which orvament his son's room. 

he etchings are all noteworthy, most of them 
being the works of famous French artiste. 
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scenes of love, of parental disp/easure 
feasting an of death. Like St. Anthony of old, 
Mr. Wright has a skull on his table, It is nate 
ural looking, and its horrible grin is made 
more 11 by a snake which is wou 
around it and seems ready to dart. A grotesque 
monkey stands on one side of this ghastly 
ornament, andon the othgr squats an ugly 
toad. In the sleeping apartment is a very old 
victure, n estal day in France. 
thas been in the Wright family for genera- 
tions. 

Charles Wheeler of Philadelphia has also am 
artistic room, his tastes running mainiy te 
statuettes and bric-a-brac. An immense Turk- 
ish pipe stands on the shelf above the mantel 
and hideous monkeys, numerous bite of ching 
and other bric-a-brac fill various other shelves. 
Wheeler's tea set is especialiy fine and it is 
often in use ata4éo'clock tea. Only wood 1 
burnt in this, as in all the other rooms of the 
building. Two ~<A ne German beer mugs, 
inscribed with drinking songs, stand on the 
bookcase, which contains a handsome arr 
of books. 

Just above the fireplace in J. Plerepont Mor- 
gan, Jr.'s, room a gun is suspended ona pair 
of antlers, and before the replace lies the 
skin of a huge bear. The head of the besass 
snarls at you from the opposite wall, and on 
another pair of antlers hangs another gun, 4 
cartridge beit and a pair of beaded moccasins. 
Several deer heads lend the room the air of # 
frontiereman’s cabin, but a glance at the 
gilded chandelier and the costly furniture as- 
sure you thut it is a more civilized abode. 

Mr. Morgan is the son of the New York 
banker and philanthropist and a member 
of the class of ‘89. He has the rep- 
utation of being one of the hardest stu- 
dents in his ciass. His favorite study is 
chemistry, and in the room adjoining the 
study he has fitted upa laboratory. On the 
table stands a large microscope, with bottles, 
decanters, beakers, dishes and strange look- 
ing mixtures of the chemist. Every day Mr. 
Morgan spends several bours at this table and 
he enjoys his work more than he does the 
ordinary college amusements. As you goto 
enter the bath-room a low grow] warns you of 
the presence of Julia, the pet bulldog, for, 
like many other students, Mr. Morgan is a dog 
fancier. The walnut bookcase bas several 
hundred volumes on its shelves. Editions of 
Carlyle, Thackeray and the Spectator are con- 
spicuous among these. The wardrobe in an 
inner room groans with ite weight of clothing, 
for Mr. Morgan can weur a different suit every 
day for a month and not exhaust his supply. 

Altogether an inspection of the rooms de- 
scribed above will disabuse any one of the 
idea that wealthy students at Harvard do not 
work. Of course y ung men who have been 
used to luxury all — lives do not ghange 
their habits on going to the university, but 
this does not imply a neglect of college 
studies. Nearly all the students take some 
interest In athletics, butit isonly the wealthier 
men who belong to college societies. Even 
the wealthier class goes into society very 
littie. A few calis, an occasional 4 oclook tea 
and, more rarely, a ball is the usual routine, 
Every room contains at least one well-filled 
bookcase, and the books are invariably 
classics. Well-worn text and note books 
attest the industry of the students. The style 
ofart known as cigarette ——ů— does not 
seem to be appreciated at rvard.

A Row Beginning in a Saloon and Ending on 
the Sidewalk—The Victim in the Hospital 
and His Assailant Behind the Bars—The 
Regular Saturday Night Shooting, This 
Time at Broadway and Rutger Street.

NATURAL GAS IN INDIANA. 


A Trust Formed for the Purpose of Reduc- 
ing Prices. 
By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., October 29.—The natural 
gas question is the all-absorbing topic in Indi- 
anapolis at the present time. Several months 
ago the Council adopted an ordinance fixing 
the maximum rates which any com- 
pany undertaking to supply tue city 
may charge consumers. This ordl- 
nance the Standard Oil Company and 


later the Indianapolis Natural Gas Company, 
have vainly endeavored to have amended so as 
to increase the prices from 50 to 100 per cent. 
Failing in this, they say they will not bring 
gas here, In order that the benefits 
of this cheap and clean fuel shall 
not be lost, the Board otf Trade 
to-day under the assurance of the leading 
lawyers and bnsiness men of the city that it 
was a legal,feasible thing perfected the organ- 
ization of the Consumers’ Natural Gas Trust. 
The stock is to be held in perpetuity 
by five trustees, the first Board 
consisting of ex-Gov. Albert G. Porter, 
Gen. T. A. Morris, John W. Butler. W. 
Gallup and John W. Murphy. The shares are 
fixed at $25 apiece, and the proceeds are to be 
devoted to the leasing of lands 
and sinking wells or the purchase of 
gas from wells by Other arties of 
which many offiers have been made at prices 
ranging from one-fifth of lcent to 1] cent per 
1,000 feet. Two smaller companies have an- 
nounced their readiness to consolidate with 
the Trust. The gas is to be fur- 
nished consumers at ordinance prices. 
Shares ‘are to bear 8 per cent 
interest, and as fast as posgible the price of 
gas is to be reduced. This scheme has the 
sympathy of 99 per cent of the people. 
Against it is arrayed the power of 
the Standard Oil Company, the Guf- 
fey syndicate of Pittsburg and the Indi- 
anapolis Natural Gas Company, which 
is but another name for the Indianapolis Gas 
Light & Coke Company. They have practically 
completed arrangements for a consolidation 
of interests in this vicinity, the-leases and 
wells of the former two being turned over to 
the Indianapolis Company. It will pipe 
the gus from the field about Nobles- 
ville to the city limits and stop 
there, but carry mains around the Belt Rail- 
road to supply the manufactories located 
there and to suburban villages. Next winter 
they will ask the Legislature to amend the 
natural gas law so as to give them power 
to come into the city and be relieved 
from the restrictions imposed by the City 
Council. Indianapolis has entered upon a 
state of siege respecting the natural gas sup- 
ply. The Standard Oi! Company, it is re- 
ported, has designs upon Chicago. A gentle- 
man from Logansport says that an agent of 
the company has leased or purchased land in 
that city upon which large tanks will be 
built Into which the product of the company’s 
ras territory south and southeast of there will 
e concentrated, the intention being to secure 
pressure sufficient to force gas by the most 
direct line into Chicago.

A Syndicate Purchases the Chicago Times“ 
and Its Late Editor’s Property.

CuicaGo, III., October 29.—The complicated 
legal war forthe possession of the Chicago 
Times and the great Wilbur F. Storey estate, 
which has been waged ever since Mr. Storey 
died three years ago, came to an end to-day, 
Clinton A. Snowden, editor, and John J. West, 
publisher of the Chicago Mail, itis announced, 
to-night are at the head of a syndicate which 


has purchased the entire possessions of the 
estate, These include the Times, the valu- 
able bullding from which it is published, a 
large plat of valuable land near the stock 
yards, an unfinished marble aluce near 
south Park and many pieees of real estate 
scattered over the city. The price paid for the 
property is said to be $2,000,000, his ts not 
considered a great price for the real estate in- 
volved. The contest for the property 
had a sensational tIntérest from the 
two queer wills in which Mr. Storey 
left his property to his second wife. His first 
wife, trom whom he had been divorced, con- 
tested Mrs. Storey’s inheritance, and the suits 
and cross-suits went on, becoming more and 
more intricate, until the affair reached un- 
heard-of proportions and could probably never 
have been settled by the courts. The first 
wife sought to prove that Mr. Storey was of un- 
sound mind, and the evidence introduced in 
support of this claim covulsed the whole West 
for weeks and weeks. While Mr. Storey was 
alive and in full possession of his 
faculties the Times was the greatest news- 
papes in the interior of the country. Of 
ute years, however, it has been allowed to 
fall behind all its competitors, and has lost ail 
of itsinfluence and most of its circulation. 
Mr. Snowden will be the editor under the new 
ownership, and the legend ‘‘By W.F.Storey,’’ 
which has appeared on the Times for nearly a 
quarter of a century, will disappear in afew 
days. The policy ofthe paper will be changed 
from partisan Democratic to Independent.

The efforts of the POST-DISPATCH to secure 
the National Conventions of the Democratic 
and Republican parties for St. Louis huve 
aroused not only the interest of St. Louisans 
but the interest of the National Committee- 
men and of the politicians in the subject. At- 
tention has been directed towards St. Louis 
andthe admirable advantages the city offers 
for the conventions. ' 

The poll of the members of the Nationa 
Democratic Committees wus valuable as show- 
fing how high St. Lou® stood in the estimation 
ofthe members and what a splendid chance 
she had to secure the convention. It bad the 
effect of arousing the active endeavor of 
every St. Louisan who could in any way influ- 
ence the action of the committed. 

While the chances to secure the Democratic 
Convention always were considered good, as 
the Post-DISPATCH’S poll showed them to be, 
a Republican Convention was thought to be

Jam not mashed on Bob Lincoln be- 
cause he happens to be a son of Abraham 
Lincoln. The Kepublican party is under no 


obligation to elect all of Grant’s sons

On Friday Kv itel was tried before 
Justice Scott in Lebanon, and the jury failed 
to agree, bine being in favor of acquittal and 
three for eonviction. Meantime Keitel bad 
sworn out a warrant against Tipton on a 
charge of being a stirrer up of strife 
and trouble. The trial of the 
case begun yesterday before ‘Squire 
Medart ot Belleville, and all Lebanon was in 
attendance. The case lusted all day. Fifteen 
witnesses were exum ned by the State, and 
they all testified thatin their opinion Tipton 
was making unwarrantable and uncalled-for 
trouble. ‘They were cross-examined by Tipton 
himself, and his attorneys Hugo and Ropie- 
quet, and were forced to adinit 
that all the prosecutions began by 
defendant were far® violations. of the 
law. The most interesting witness examined 
was Dr. A. Berger. He testified that the Con- 
stable, Wolf, whom ‘Tipton trequently 
awakened in the night-time to serve wurrants 
which he bad “sworn out against saloon 
keepers, was in poor health, and he ackuowl- 
edged having counseled Wolf not to serve 
warrants brought to him in the night by Tip- 
ton, telling him that Tipton would kill him by 
causing him to expose himself to the 
night air.

He said before leaving that he 
hoped it would be now demonstrated that he 
nad not been bearing the market, and that 
he had had very little interest in Wall street.

The market to-day looked a little brighter, 
but the most conservative men in it attribute 
the improvement simply toa covering move- 
ment among the rapacious bears. The situa- 
tion in the street is really not changed 
enough to say so. After the first gong 
on the Exchange the bears resumed,operations 
against the Kansas & Texas securities, but 
at a disadvantage inthe stock, because it was 
slightly higher in London than it closed here. 
Moreover, there appeared to be suflicient de- 
mand forthe bonds to check the decline in 
them. The flurry in these securities has re- 
suited in the publication of a great deal of in- 
formation about the condition and affairs of 
the concern, and to-day efforts to depress 
prices resulted in developing quite a substan- 
tial resistance. The bank statement was much 
better than any one expected and caused a 
smart rally all around. Owing to the action of 
the Treasury Department, in depositing the 
receipts from internal revenue in tne banks, 
they have gained $2,818,100 in lawful money. 


The loans have been slightly contracted and 
the deposits area trifle larger. The result is 
an increase in the surplus of $2,498,950, making 
the total surplus now $11,962,175, as against 
$6,398,675 last year. Many of the brokers are 
taking heart over this very much improved 
statement of the surplus in the banks, and the 
bears are not having as plain sailing as hereto- 
fore. The market closed strong at an average 
met gain of about u per cent.

CHICAGO GOSSIP. 


Items of Interest From the Chicago Board 
of Trade, 


By Telegraph to the PosTt-DIspaTcu. 

CHICAGO, October 29.—The markets were 
galvanized into life this week, but they close 
weak and tame. The monotonous shout of 
the bulls about the statistical strength of 
wheat was swelled Into a respectable chorus 
by the addition of new stories. Finding it 
very difficult to pound wheat below 70 cents 
forcash and 77 cents for May, some of the 
Chicago and New York professionals tooka 
turn the other way and put the price up 2 and 
Scents. By so doing they lifted the price 
80 that the market would have an 
elevation to fall from, and at the 
same time secured a neat little scalp. A great 
many bulls maintain that the advance move- 
ment was a genuine up-turn onthe merits of 
the property and the invincibie strength of 
the situation, but the trading crowd is dls- 
posed to regard it as largely the result of 
manipulation. Certain it is, that receipts at 
primary interior points continue up to the 
standard of last year, while the exports are 
smaller and the public is letting the market 
severely alone. The visible supply is 23,000,000 
bushels less than last year, but country elevator 
capacity has been largely increased and the 


mills are grinding more wheat than last year. 
They are wetting good prices for their flour, 
too, and making money, but speculative cap- 
ital is very thin, and it isnot going into wheat. 
Whenever the priceof cash wheat gets down to 
about 70c in Chicago there is a good invest- 
ment demand for foreign account, and that 
trade providesfor the future, but thus far 
statistics and bull preaching have proved un- 
equalto the task of booming values and 
there bas been nothing more s4ub- 
stantial under the option end of the 
market looking to permanent improvement 
in prices, The local market advanced nearly 
2c, touching the top yesterday and this morn- 
ing and slipping back 4@%c, closing this 
afternoon weak at the inside figures of the 
day. The big fellows who have been working 
the market have been assisted by genuine bull 
cables, but they are supposed to have flouxted 
out of their holdings under cover of the circu- 
lation of bull points by the brokers, who are 
supposed torepresentthem. This, at least, is 
the opinion of the observers of the wheat- pit, 
and this is the explanation of the 
decline this afternoon. The small holders who 
were left to hold the bag realized indiscrim- 
inately and largely. The visible is‘expected to 
increase 1,000,000 bushels or more. On the 
week the range was 70% 72880 for October ,71\4 
n zo for November, 72% , for December 
and 78% @79%c for May. The closing prices to- 
day were 715c for October, 7]/%c for Novem- 
ber, 7343@73i%c for December and 79@79%c for 
May.

There has been a good shipning demand for 
corn up to within a day or two. . Fluctuations 
have been within 1@1%&c limits, November 
ranging from 40%@42\sc, and closing at 414@

45lec, and closing at 4518. To-day 
corn was weak from the outset. 
The principal pressure was on the 
near-by months. The weak closing of yester- 
day brought out a lot of long property to-day.

The 
shipping business has fallen off and receipts 
promise to increase. The market fluctuated 
within a range of ec and eloses soft at the 
bottom for the session.

‘CHANGE CHAT. 


The publication in last Sunday’s PFosr- Dis- 
PATCH of those members who were suspected 
of ‘‘bucket-shop’’ trading, and of those others 
who were supposed to be giving orders to 
them, threw the former into a great fright and 
niarmed the latter considerably also. Since 
then the amount traded in from quotations off 
the stock board has been Insignificant. The 


men who have been taking these trades have, 
with one or two exceptions, ceased doing so, 
preferring to await developments before they 
opened up again. Their customers, that is 
most of them, disliking the notoriety that 
would be given them if summoned as wit- 
nesses, have withdrawn from the market (7) 
also. As a consequence, there has not been 
the interested crowd of spectators in front of 
the stock blackboard during the past 
week that was seen before ‘‘buck- 
et-shopping’’ was made public in 
these columns. However, there has 
been some of this frregular trading indulged 
in. One day last week Mr. Moses Fraley came 
into the pit and gleefully announced that he 
had made $1,800 out of the bucket-shops in 
stocks. By the wav, Mr. Fraley would make 
a good witness for the Exchanye Board of Di- 
rectors tosummon when they act upon this 
matter. For the Board will probably take 
some action. At their meeting held last Mon- 
day a list of the ‘‘bucket-shop’’ traders and of 
witnesses (the same list that was published in 
the PoOsT-DISPATCH of last Sunday) was handed 
in by Floor Manager Smyth. No action was 
then taken, asthe Board desired the opinion 
of Mr. F. N. Judson, the Exchange's attorney, 
on the matter before summoning the offenders 
before it. It is probable that at a meeting of the 
Board which will be held some time this week 
Mr.Judson will express his opinion as to what 
action, if any, can be taken, and the case of 
each member reported will be taken up and 
disposed of, if the attorney’s opinion war- 
rants the Board in going ahead in the matter.

Over in the 
flour corner’’ on Change, however, the 
brokers who handle country flour complain 
greatly of dull times. ‘Ihey claim that the 
city mills are shaving prices so close that the 
country Cannot compete with them. Cases 
are cited where St. Louis mills are selling 
patents 15 to 20 cents below the flzures country 
mills willsellat. The trouble probably is that 
country millers want the earth and are de- 
manding such high prices that the city mills, 
with more enterprise and willing to do a 
larger business on a small margin, can contro: 
the market by selling as good flour at lower 
rates.

What will be the deliveries on November

This is certainly the case with oats, and it is 
hardly probable that any of that cheap cereal 
will be delivered next month.

Henee, it begins to look now as though some 
corn may be delivered next Tuesday. There 
is ulso said to bea line of wheat that Kehlor 
Bros. will start out on its travels on the Ist, 
besides some smaller ‘‘jags’’ held by others 
who were unfortunate enough to seil it for 
November.

The October corn deal came to a sudden end 
yesterday. There was a shortage of about 
300,000 bushels, owing principally by Henry 
Vogelsang, and the shorts had stuck out man- 
fully up to yesterday forenoon. Then they 
gracefully gave in, as the market showed no 
signs of yielding, and bought their way out at 
gotz cents. Most of this they bought from Red- 
mond, Cleary & Co., who, having the actual 
corn to deliver, will probably let them have it 
to-morrow. After this deal was settled the 
market for cash sdnk rapidly in value, and 
late in the day a lot was sold at 38% cents. 
Outside of this deal it was hardly interesting. 
There was not a prominent feature in the corn 
market except some heavy selling for November 
yesterday. This seemed to be based upon the 
idea that the export movement had received a 
quietus, though alow river and higher freight 
rates; that larger receipts of new corn were 
to be expected; that this new corn would 
soon begin to grade No. 2, and that the load 
would soon become too heavy [or some one to 
carry.

A FEW FLORID REMARKS ABOUT IRVING 
AND “FAUST.” 


German Agnosticism Beautified and Adapt- 
ed to Stage Representation—A Dearth of 
Genuine Comedy at the Metropolis—Mrs. 
Langtry and Clara Morris—The Melo- 
drama at the Academy, Which Is All 
Title and Tank—Gossip.

NEW YORK, October 29.—October having 
brought the first patter f amusement Novem- 
ber sets in with the storm. The two imme 
diate events f large interest are the appear- 
ance of a lady to-morrow night at the Fifth 
Avenue Theater who is almost without pro- 
fessional record, and the return, a week later, 
of Mr. Henry Irving and Ellen Terry to the 
Star Theatre in the production of Goethe’s 
Faust. 

Of the first of these events it is absolutely 
impossible to say anything in advance, except 
that the boldness of the experiment ‘has ex- 
cited an unusual curiosity and the new- 
comer will have to face an audience of 
extraordinary proportions and severe in- 
telligence. Her management has succeeded in 
awakening a rather formidable expectation, 
and whatever may be the artistio results of 
the experiment, there can be no doubt 
whatever of the social dnd professional 
anxiety with which it is awaited, or of the 
brilliancy of the assemblage that willattend it. 

The production of Irving’s Faust“! will 
mark with splendid endeavor, a season which 
so far has been lamentably weak in serious 
and heroic work, and almost barren of great 
histrionic achievements. 

Up to date comedy, with the old boundary 
line that separated itfrom burlesque entirely 
obliterated, has held the stage, and much of it 
was of a hollow, pharisaical character when it 
attempted to deal with sentiment, and ofa 
Jack-in-the-box puerility when it tried to be 
funny. 

Mr. Daly’s ‘‘Dandy Dick’’ is withdrawn, be- 
cause its whirl of cynicism had no center. 

The Mouse Trap’’ fell to pleces in a week, 
because there was nothing in it but a piece of 
stale toasted cheese. 

Mrs. Langtry has held to a bad play through 
a mistaken desire to do something melo-dra- 
matic. She believes that her convulsive acting 
in the last act of 
very fine. Iknowthis because I have heard 
her say so. If she only knew how much 
nobler and sweeter and more attractive she is 
when she stands still, she would not do it. 

Mrs. Langtry’s great charm is notin dying 
butin living. When we want to look upon 
death we go to Clara Morris; and that artiste, 
by the way, has taken to entrancing her mor- 
tuary suggestions with apothecary adjuncts 
that give a charming sick-room flavor to 
everything she does. She brings up all her ef- 
fects on the bottle. 

With the exception of ‘‘Henrietta’’ 
and *‘Caste,’’ since revived in a pure artistic 
spirit at Wallack’s, we have had very little 
comedy thatis worthy of the name. 

The incomprehensible pathos at the Acade- 
my pleases the mob with real water very 
much as the Fourth of July might please the 
boys with real fire. It has two merits—its 
title and its tank. 
from it with a deep, inscrutable admiration for 
the name of it, and everybody speaks with a 
fine, soulful tone of the tank ofit. But there 
is not one actor in it whodoes not put his 
tongue in his cheek and shut one eye when 
you call it a play. 

It is said, by the way, that Mr. 
Joe Jefferson, who has an interest in thie

‘*Fanst,’’ it is hardly necessary to say, deals 
with the highest and most mysterious prob- 
lems of human existence, with a rare mingling 
of the philosophic and the romantic. We 
searcely know it here as a drama. Our best 
representations of it having been confined to 
the operatic stage, when Gounod, and not 
Goethe was the inaygician, and Gretchen not 
Goethe was the charm. 

It is doubtful if English audiences know 
anything about the essential, or at least the 
most remarkable part of Faust, which is 
so familiar to the Germans, and which resides 
in What Carlyle calls ‘‘the attorney intellect’’ 
of Mephistopheles. The devilish cynicism, 
the subtle sneer, the cunning sophistry and 
the polished malignity have no tones in 
music, for these qualities are purely intel 
lectual, not sensuous, and you cun no more 
make music express acynicism than you can 
make it crack a joke. 

I only remember one performance of Faust, 
and that a modified version that came atraixht 
from the German to our theatrical stage, and 
that performance was a revelation to us. It 
was given by an extraordinary artiste, Mme. 
Leeback, some years ago at what is now the 
Fourteenth Street Theater. Wo nad been ac- 
customed to see Miss Clara Louise Kellogg as 
Gretchen in a watered issue of Gounod's 
transcription, and when we saw Leebach we 
were instantly aware that we had never seen 
Gretchen at all. 

The impression made was very much euch 
an impression as I could fancy might be made 
upon one who saw Clara Morris’ ‘‘Camille’’ 
for the first time, after having seen only 
Emma Abbott's Traviata. 

Mephistopheles is the arch-agnostic and Mr. 
Irving will have an opportunity in the role to 
make irony, heroic in propurtion—something 
thut has never yet been done by historianism. 

The special merit of his endeavor, aside 
from whutever excellence of impersonation 
he may show, lies in his sagucious adaptation 
of great motives to popular attention without 
belittling them. There is no amountof ethical 
or philosophical merit in ‘'Faust’’ capable in 
itseli of arresting the feverish American sense. 

Nobody knows the impatient, sen- 
suous disposition of the moment 
better than Mr. Irving and so he

Those of us who attended the stupendous 
funeral of Italian opera in that house, when 
Scalchi ate too much dinner to keep her en- 
gagement, and Fursch- Madi stabbed 
Christine Nilsson with her tragic tones, 
and Sembrich warbled Proch’s Vari- 
ations in vain, and the superb 
Trebbelli waltzed siightingly through Car- 
men,’’ and Henry Abbey sat wonderingly in 
the office paying them ali star prices for the 
sake of the good old times, and Campanini 
broke down once or twice—those of us, I say, 
who saw all the star prima donnas buried in 
their flowers under a weight of bills, will as- 
semble in the graveyard with pathos to see the 
wizard keep things above ground.

IS HE HERE? 


MARK GREY, WHO SHOT AT EDWIN BOOTH 
NEARLY TEN YEARS AGO. 


He is Said To Be in the City Still Laboring 
Under the Delusion That He is Booth’s 
Son—The Police Department Notified 
and Detectives on the Look-Out—A Sen- 
sational Scene in McVicker’s Theater, 
Which May Be Repeated Here—‘‘Mark, 
the Grey Lion.’’ 


The theater-goers of eight or nine years ago 
and particularly the admirers of Edwin 
Booth will remember an occurrence during 
one of the great tragedian’s Chicago per- 
formances, which at the time created a sensa- 
tion all over the United States. 
The performance was one of a regu- 
lar series at McVicker’s Theater. 
Edwin Booth was on the stage. A man 
seated in the gallery who had attracted the 
attention of the people sitting about him by 
hif peculiar conduct, arose and, drawing a re- 
volver, cried out that he was the son of Edwin 
Booth, and that his father had refused to rec- 
ognize him. At the same time he fired a shot 
at the stage. He was seized im- 
mediately and disarmed and then, 
being placed in charge of the police, he was 
hurried away to the police station. Fora few 
moments there was great confusion in the 
audience, and a panic was threatened, but 
quiet was restored and the performance went 
on. 

At the station, the man arrested gave his 
name as Mark Lyon Grey. He insisted that 
he was Edwin Booth’s son, but as he 
wandered so mycb inhis talk and contra- 
dicted himself so frequently it quickly 
became evident that he was out of his 
mind. Mr. Booth denied all kngwiedge of 
him. Grey was examined and committed as 
insane. He was heard from once or twice 
after his incarceration but gradually he drop- 
ped from the active recollection of the general 
public and then his memory wuas lost even to 
theatrical people. Only once in a great while, 
when Booth’s name was brought up in con- 
versation among people who knéw him well, 
would some one refer to the sensational ex- 
perience at McVicker’s. 

A STARTLING STORY. 

The Mevicker's Theater sensation was 
brought back tothe memories of one or two 
people in this city last week with startling dis- 
tinctness. Late in the week the St. Louis 
Police Department received information that 
a man, supposed tobe Mark Lyon Grey, was 
in the city, that he was supposed to be 
possessed of his old hallucination and that 
trouble might be expected from 
him durin the engagement of Mr. 
Booth at the Olympic Theater this week. The 
news was almost as sensational as the news of 
the shooting at McVicker’s Theater was at the 
time of its occurrence. Detectives were im- 
mediately put on the track of Mr. Grey, but as 
yet nothing concerning his Whereubouts has 

een learned. 

The story of his presenee in the city when 
traced up was found to have come third 
handed to the police. On Wednesday last 
a gentleman who knew Grey met a man 
who, he says, is undoubtediy Grey, on one of 
the incoming trains at Union Depot. He 
recognized Grey and spoke to him and Grey 
answered. During a conversation which en- 
sued Grey b trayed his old hallucination. He 
said that Booth was his father and he intended 
demanding recognition of him while in this 
city. He had tried to see him before, he said, 
and had failed, but he would not fail this 
time. 

The gentleman to whom he spoke related 
the story of the encounter to a friend who 
went with it immediately to the police. 

The police will use every effort to ap- 
age Grey, and if caught, he will 

e held in custody at least until 
Mr. Booth leaves the city. If he 
cannot be found, detectives will keep track of 
Mr. Booth during his stay and be ready to pro- 
tecthim. During the performances the front 
of the house and the stage entrance will be 
watched by detectives. No trouble is anticl- 
pated, but every precaution will be taken to 
prevent It. 

It is possible that this man is not Grey, but 
some other crank who has read the story of 
Grey, and who has at least part of his hallu- 
clnation. It may be that it is Grey, but that 
he is not violent as he was nine or ten years 
ago. 

MANAGER NORTON'S EXPERIENCE. 

John W. Norton of the Grand Opera- house 
remembered the circumstances of the affair at 
McVicker’s Theater as soon as it was men 
tioned to him last evening. 

had a letter from Grey while he was in 
prison, sa d Mr. Norton. lle wrote to ask 
my influence with some Chicago people to get 
him out of custody. He said that he had quite 
recovered from his hallucination about Booth. 
He was a better actor than Booth, he said, and 
would prove a drawing cardand he wanted 
ine tomanaye him. He signed himself ‘Mark, 
the Grey Lion.’ Isent the letter to McVicker 
and he wrote nethatthe man was better in 
— My recollection is that Grey claimed to 
„% Booth's brother. He was undoubtedly 
crazy. He got up in the — ofthe theater 
and shot at Booth once. I remember 
pag Booth was playing Shylock that night. 
The affair occurred nearly ten years ago. 1 
think it was during the time of the old Opera- 
house. The new house is in its ninth year 
now.’’ 

Other gentlemen in theatrical circles here 
remembered the occurrence when it was men- 
tioned to tuem, though few could recollect it 
in detail. Grey wasnot known here at the 
time of the occurrence.

THE RAU war MAGNATE SAILS ON THE 
UMBRIA FOR EUROPE. 


Scenes at the Wharf—Persons Present te 
Bid the Millionaire Good-Bye — Mr. 
Gould’s Parting With the Reporters 
Lawyer Delancey’s Letter to District At- 
torney Martine—The Latter’s Reply.

New Lonx, October 29.—Jay Gould, with his 
wife and family, except the oldest boys, 
George and Edwin, sailed for Europe this aft- 
ernoon on the Cunard steamer Umbria. Miss 
Noyes, a sister of Mrs. Gould, and Capt. 
Shackford of Mr. Jay Gould's steam 
yacht Atalanta accompanied him. 
His sons Howard and Frank, aged 
16 and 6 years respectively, and Misses Helen 
and Annie, 18 and 8, accompanied them. 
These with one waid-servant comprise the 
whole party. The statement that Mr. Gould’s 
physician was to accompany bim was a wis- 
take. Had Mr. Gould bad the weather made 
to order for his departure, it could not 
have been better; except a few fleecy clou 
inthe northwest, the sky was clear, the sun 
shone brightly, a breeze from the southwest, 
and the air was mild and balmy as in Spain. 
Up to the time of his arrival atthe St. James, 
no on board of her seemed to 
know whether Mr. Gould was to be a passen- 
ger or not; but about 2 o’clock four carriages 
drove down

and from the first of these Mr. Gould and his 
wife alighted and proceeded on board the 
steamer, followed by the rest of the party, 
who were in the other carriages.

J. M. Galloway, vice-President ot 
the Manhattan Elevated Railway; Col.

If he fails to throw seven or elev- 
en on the first roll and throws ‘‘craps,’’ either 
one and one, two and oneor six ‘and six, he 
loses the money he has staked and the man 
betting against him wins. If he throwsa point, 
four, five, six, eight, nine or ten, whichever 
of these numbers is thrown is calleda ‘‘point’’ 
and the dice are picked up and rolled over 
again. Take, forexample, the number four, 
which has been turned on the first cast; the 
player's object now is to throw four on his 
point before he throws seven. If he fails to 
throw four after the first throw before he 
throws seven he loses. If he throws four be- 
fore he throws seven he wins. It makes no 
difference as to the number ofthrows made; if 
the player does not turn up his ‘*point’’ or 
seven he throws again. After one player has 
made all the bets he wishes or ‘‘blowed 
in nll de lawn green’’ he bad 
with him, he passes the dice to his neighbor 
and either bets on the game or becomes a 
‘*piker,’’ or looker-on in a ‘‘busted’’ condi- 
tion. 

Considerable betting is done on the game 
outside of the regular betting between the 
roller and his opponent or opponents, Bets 
are made ou the come orthat be is ‘‘right’’ 
or wrong.“! Some one standing around the 
table calis out het he comes“! and 
throws down his money on the table 
where it is immediately covered by some one 
who calls, ‘‘Bet he don’t.’’ Then the at- 
tention is turned to the roller. His play is 
watched with eagerness. If he roils six the 
‘‘come’’ bets hold good and the next throw 
is watched. Say he rolls eight the second time. 
Then six isthe point the roller is playing for, 
and eilnht the ‘‘come’’ point on which the

When the game is running full blast and the 
players excited, ac ol hand will ring in a pair 
of ‘‘horses’’ or false dice, with the figures so 
arranged that seven or ‘‘craps'’ cannot be 
thrown, Say two fours, two threes and a 
five on one die, and two sixes, two ones anda 
five on the other. With these dice it is im- 
possible to lose, as craps—two, three or 
twelve—cannot be thrown with them, nor, 
after the firstthrow, can the losing number, 
seven, be made. 

The operation of using ‘‘horses’’ is very 
simple. The player hoids the ‘‘horses’’ in 
his right hand, picks up the regular dice in bis 
left, pauses a moment and then rolls out the 
horses. When he has made his pass he 
picks up the ‘‘horses’’ and passes the regular 
dice to the next man, Someofthe old negro 
terms still stick to the vame.

The profits inthe games carried on in the 
two dark rooms in Gamblers’ Alley are large, 
and are made as explained above, with very 
little effort. The percentuge which goes to 
the house is 10 cents on every two 
passes or 5 five cents every time 
a roller wins or loses. ‘Thus for 40 passes $2 
are taken in; for 500, $25 goes tothe house, 
and for 1,000, $50. At the rate at which the 
game is played in Gamblers’ Alley the ‘‘rake- 
off’’ must be at least $75 a day. This will be 
understood when it is considered that the 
ivories are rolling day and night, and that 
two tubles ure kept busy all the 
time. Thatthe dice game is the most demor- 
alizing form of gambling one need only look 
at it to be conv.nced. As the PostT- DISPATCH 
goes to press it is sate to say that many a 
— is laying the foundation for a life of use- 
essness, if not worse, in the second-story 
rooms pictured above. F 

There are other games of craps run inthe 
city, most of them in the negro quarters 
around Tenth and Morgan streets, but the one 
pictured above is the only one patronized by 
‘*swell’’ people, no negroes bein: admitted, 
It will be a surprise to even the police to know 
that such a big game is run right iu the heart 
of the city.

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THE GILA’S HERMIT, | 


STRANGE STORY OF A MYSTERIOUS HOST 
IN ARIZONA. 


The Lonely Occupant of a Lonely House on 
the Gila River—A Singular Man Who 
Lived Apart From His Kind — The 
Gloomy Appearance of His Surroundings 
—A Ghastly Tragedy Resulting in the 
Loss of a Fortune, 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disparcu. 

Tucson, Ariz,, October 29.—It was about 9 
o'clock in the afternoon one day last summer 
that a fellow-traveler and I drove up in trout ot 
a lonely, deserted-looking double adobe house 
in Southern Arizona,near the banks of the river 
Gila. The Gila—pronounced as f the G were 
un H—isthe principal river in Arizona, and 
although very long and carrying at times 
an immense quantity of water, was now, 
and at the point where we crossed, but a 
trifling stream, the great body of the water 
having sunk in the sand, leaving little elee but 
a wide bed and low, broken banks. We 
crossed just before coming to the lonesome 
house, and I was impressed with the primeval, 
out-of-the- world appearance of the surrouna- 
ings in general, A most dismal-looking blue 
heron flapped his wings and flew away from 
the soapy bed oftheriver. An immense fish- 
hawk kept a solitary watch on the top ofa tall, 
white, dead cottonwood tree, and the woods 
were hushed in a sort of awful silence like that 
of the interior of a Louisiana swamp. 

THERE WAS A BLACK CLOUD 
ahead of us and a terrible storm seemed to be 
gathering. There was not breeze enough to 
stir a leaf, but the air was tremulous with the 
approaching outbreak, When we had come 
tothe house which stood onthe second bank 
of the river and at the edge ot a white 
plan or mesa, the clouds were tumbling and 
rolling over the mountains beyond in a 
manner known only to Arizona, It was in 
August, the day had been very hot, the 
earth was little better than a 
dry, sandy desert, and the clouds looked like 
great volumes of steam asthey rushed down 
into the plain. We called to see if there was 
any one in the house. An old man, bare- 
headed and in his shirt sleeves, came around 
the corner and asked us in a hoarse, shattered 
sort of voice what we would have. Shelter 
from the storm, we said. He raised his 
hand to his eyes, looked out toward the mount- 
ains and replied that it was nothing but sand 
and wind, but that we might get out 
and come in if we liked. We hardly 
had time to fasten our horses before the wind 
came onto blow fearfully. The sand arose 
in a sort of bluish yellow cloud, with a loud, 
whistling sound. Ag the head of the sand 
cloud came sweeping up the plain, it looked 
like a section of the ocean coming towards us 
inasolid wall hundreds of feet deep. It fell 
upon us with terrible force, almost suffocat- 
ing us, filllug the air and making a noise like 
the peiting of fine hailstones. Weran into 
the house, but there was but little 
relief there as the flerce wind drove 
the sand and small stones through every crack 
and crevice, blinding our eyes. It became al- 
most as dark as night. The wind came against 
the house in shocks like the waves in a storm 
ut sea, breaking against the sides of a ship. 
There was no lightning, no thunder, nothing 
but the crashing, crushing blasts of wind and 
the sheets of sand. This lasted quite thirty 
minutes. It seemed that the whole earth had 
blown away. Thesand and dust had settled 
andthe air had cleared, but the wind con- 
tinued to blow fiercely. The tem- 
perature had gone down fully twenty 
degrees, though not a drop of water haa 
fallen. The wind gradually fell to a delightful 
breeze and the evening was one of the most 
Pleasant I ever enjoyed in Arizona. But we 
were not to spend the evening at the house. 
Our host was 
A MOST MYSTERIOUS PERSON. 

If he was peculiar in appearance or surround- 
ings he was certainly unconscious of it. He 
never betrayed forone moment any hint or 
suspicion that we should think it strange or 
uuusual that he should be found living alone 
in the depths of an almost untraveled wilder- 
ness where succor in case of need would be 
impossible and where existence was reduced 
to little less than an association with un- 
speaking nature. He was cheerful aud talked 
as if we were but two of many visitors he hag 
had thatday, when in reality we were the 
only white men Whe had gone that way, per 
heps for @ ond He was glad to know 
something ot the outside world, but heard ft 
with pe @@fenity and composure, and 
seemed to eser life well worth living. 
There un unmtterable loneliness about the 
place. 1 vem! nded of the solitary blue 
heron g Bad geen fly from the bed of the

These were scattered about in a miscellaneous 


way, as it theirowner had slept with them. 
In another room was a smal cooking-stove 
and a low table, on which were a cup, @ pan 
and a small bag of coffee. A cat came fr m 
under the table—a black, doleful-looking eat 
which had a cavernous, death- like volee, 
looked into stillanother room, which was dark, 
and from which a deserted, dank, repulsive 
air came. 1 could see the earth had been 
dug into and pitched into a heap, and it 
seemed to me l eould hear the sound of 
crawling reptiles. The floors of all the rooms 
weretorn up as if they had been ploughed 
and spaded. Every stool, — piece of wood 
or metal, the whole Interior, looked gloomy 
and uncomfortable. It was the 
MOST MISERABLE HUMAN HABITATION 
I bad ever seen. There was a ort of unison 
in the wretchedness of things that was most 
depressing. The voice of the black cat made 
me shudder because it was in keeping with

two years. He was the oldest settler in the | 
county and had no white nelzhbors nearer 
than twenty miles.

He seemed glid to see us and 
bestowed on us all the hospitality at his com- 
mand. He cooked something, but when 1 
walked into the black, greasy kitchen — 
appetite felled and excused mysel 
on the ound of having eaten a 
lunch. Well, he had a story—al. hermits have 
astory. He and a partner had come there 
twenty-two years ago and established a trad- 
ing post for the Pim. Indians, whose reservua- 
tion is near-by. They were the only white 
men in that region, and had their goods hauled 
in wagons a long distance. ö mone 
and consid: red themselves rich. They 
spent thirteen years in that place, when our

To 
stand watch all night in a blizzard and hold a 
band of restless, bellowing cattle from stam- 
peding, to ride all the next day half asleep in 
his saddle, to fall occasionally from his pony 
when the latter makes a mistake and steps in 
a prairie dog village, or to have a collar- bone 
broken when fifty miles from a physician, are 
some ofthe features of cowboy life which the 
boys who run away from school to cross the 
Missouri do not consider. 

Moreover, it would be wellif every boy in 
America or elsewhere would writein his own 
hat witha blue pencil that there is no rose- 
bordered road to success, and that even the 
man whois born beautiful and marries rich 
has to fighthis way. The great West does not 
so sorely need pretty men with buckskin 
clothes as it does good citizens who are willing 
to work. Whereverthe sun shines or grass 
grows and water runs the young man who 
will give a good day’s work for a fair day’s 
wages will surely be promoted as he deserves 
it. It may not be funny, butit is the never- 
dying truth thatindustry, integrity and per- 
severance are mighty good substitutes for 
symmetry, genius and hair.

MME ROUVIER’S ROMANCE 


THE REMARKABLE CAREER OF ELIPHAS 
LEVI’S WIDOW. 


Five Hundred French Criminals Sent to the 
Convict Colony of Cayenne — Another 


Great Scandal Threatened in London— | 


Princess Bismarck’s Fondness for Music 
and Art — Interesting Gossip From the 
English Capital. 


Special Correspondence to the PosT-DIsraTcn. 
LoNvDON, October 16.—The account of the 
departure from Toulon of a body of 500 of the 
worst criminals of France for the penitential 
colony of Cayenne, in French Guiana, will re- 


call vividly to mind the description of similar | 


scenes contained in Victor Hugo’s famous 
novel ‘‘Les Miserables.“ An immense crowd 
bad assembled for the purpose of witnessing 
their embarkation on board the prison 
transport, the Orne. AS the clock 
struck 8 on Sunday morning the heavy 
gales of Fort Lamalgue, where the con- 
victs had been confined for the 
were thrown open, the 


of those who were about to leave their country 
for their country’s good’’ made its appear- 
ance. The prisoners were divided into three 
detachments, and were escorted not only by a 
large body of gendarmerie, but also by several 
companies of the Sixty-first Regiment of In- 
fantry. The drums and bugles of the latter 
were for once silent, and their inspiring 
sounds were replaced by the mournful clank 
of chains and the harsh orders of the 
Closely manacled, with their 
cropped hair, their shaven 
faces, and dressed from head to 
foot in the hideous gray dress of the 
French prisons, the convicts presented any- 
thing but a pleasing appearance. Among 
their number were no less than ninety-eight 
condemned to penal servitude for the re- 
mainder of their lives, while twenty-three 
were murderers who had been sentenced to 
death, but whose penalty had been commuted 
by President Grevy. 
A TITLED CONVICT. 

The Comte de M., belonging to one of the 
oldest and wealthiest families of France, 
who was convicted last spring at Dijon of hav- 
ing shot his mother-in-law in a moment of 
passion, was handcuffed tothe infamous Del- 
musure, sentenced for committing ghoulish 
outrages on the corpses whose graves he had 
desecrated in the Montmartre Cemetery, at 
Paris. Several of the convicts were quite 
old men and hardly able to drag them- 
selves along. One had a wooden leg, 


while another, too ill to walk, was carried 
u long on a stretcher by four of his comrades. 
The only incident which occurred on the way 
down to the place of embarkation was when a 
convict named Siccard, who is about to un- 
dergo a life sentence for patricide, madea 
sudden and violent attack on the gendurme 
who was marching at his side. Siccard, who 
is a perfect Hercules in stature and immensely 
powerful, kicked the unfortunate man 80 
violently thatthe latter was obliged to leave 
the ranks and be conveyed to ane ghboring 
drug store. The commander of gendarmerie, 
Maj. Montelis, thereupon rode up, got off bis 
horse, which be gave to one of his men to 
lead, and, drawing his revolver, took the in- 
jured man’s place in the procession, threaten- 
ing to shoot Siccard iastantly if he made the 
slightest attempt to misbehave himself again. 
On their arrival on board the Orne 
the prisoners were at once taken down 
to their quarters on the lower deck. 
These consist of a seriag of iron cages, large 
enough to bold twenty-five men euch. The 
cages are ranged along on either side of the 
vessel, being separated. Sentinels with loaded 
rifles pace up and donn them all day and all 
night long. Six gatling guns, ready loaded, 
are fixed so as to ‘be able to sweep the deck if 
necessary, While a hydrant and hose in front 
of each cage enables the warders to quell any 
disturbancrs by turning on powerful jets of 
cold, and if that proves inefilicacious, of hot, 
water upon the prisoners. Once a day in fine 
weather they are allowed to come up on deck 
in batches of twenty-five at a time, for the 
space of an hour, in order to get a breath of 
fresh air. Cots or hammocks they have none, 
and they are forced to sleep on the bare floor 
of their cage. The food isthe sume as that of 
the sailors, minus the grog. As the Orneisa 
sailing vessel the trip is expected to last about 
forty days. 
A REAL FRENCH ROMANCE. 

One of the principal causes of weakness of 
the present French Cabinet—one, in fact, 
which will hasten its overthrow—is the past 
history, not only of the Prime Minister, but 
also of Mme. Rouvier, his wife. The former 
life of the latter, who occupies an official 
position in France equal to that of the 
Marchioness of Salisbury in England or of 
Princess Bismarck in Germany, is of such ar 
objectionable character that even the wives 
of the foreign diplomats at Paris are 
unable to call on her. She was born 
in 1832, and is the daughter of a com- 
paratively unknown sculptor of the name of 
Cadiot. Her childhood was passed in the 
Vicious atmosphere ofa Parisian studio, and 
at the age of 15 she tefther father to take up 
her abode with the famous Abbe Constant. 
The latter was known at the time as being one 
orthe most eloquent and learned priests of 
the age, und she seemed to takea perfect de- 
light in horrifying his admirers by rendering 
her questionable relations with him as public 
as possible. In 1850 the scandal culminated in 
her marriage with the Abbe, who was, of 
course, forthwith excommunicated and ex- 
pelled from the priesthood. Married life, 
however, lacked the piquancy of forbidden 
fruit, und within a year or two of her mar- 
riuge she

who had assumed the nameof Eliphas Levi, 
to become one of that band of declassee 
women who constituted the seamy side of 
Napoleon III. s existence.

Find- 
ing, however, thatin proportion as her beauty 
waned her friends dropped off,she determined 
to seek new fields ſor her undoubted taients, 
and published in quick succession several 
novels, which were well received by the pub 
lic. She likewise became one of the Paris cor- 
respondents of the Independence Belge 
and a contributor to several of the 
Paris newspapers. In 18698 she formed 
the acquaintance of the present French 
Prime Minister, who Was just then com- 
mencing his political career. The acquaint- 
ance soon ripened into something stronger 
than friendship, and during the next four 
years Mme. Claude Linon lived with M. Rou- 
vier as his mistress, until 1873, when the death 
of her former husband, the ex-priest Eliphbus 
Levi, enabled herto lezitimatize her position in 
the eyes of the world by a marriage. Her son, 
who, in default of a better name, had adopted 
the pseudonym of his mother, namely, Claude 
Vignon, fills the post of private secretary and 
Chef de Cabinet of the Prime Minister. It 
may beadded that the former life of Mme. 
Rouvier has been depicted in more than one of 
the French novels relating to scenes of the 
Second Empire. 
PRINCESS BISMARCK,

A little over 60 years of age, with snow-white 
hair, a gaunt fiwure and high cheek-bones, she 
is almost as talla woman us her husband isa 
man.

A most devoted wife and an 
affectionate mother, she is especially devoted 
to her second son, Count Bill, as he is called in 
the family. ‘‘Bill,’’ who is employed in the 
civil service of the Prussian Government, Is 
the very image of his father physically, 
although not intellectually.

ing relutions exist between the old lady and 
her husbund, and one of the most pleasing 
sights imuginable is to watch the deference 
and gentle courtesy which the Chancellor in- 
variably displays toward his wife, andthe un- 
disguised admiration of the latter for her 
famous husband. 
ANOTHER SCAN-MAG, 

London ison tne eve of another great scandal. 
It will doubtless be remembered that two years 
ago the notorious Mrs. Jeffries was arrested by 
an over-zealous Police Inspectoron the charge 
of keeping numerous houses of ill- fame. 
Brought before Mr. Eddis, the Judge presid- 
ing at the Middlesex Sessions, she was about 
to be sentenced tothe term of imprisonment 
with hard labor, usually imposed in such 
cases, when her counsel suddenly arose and 
asked the Magistrate for an adjournment in 
order that he might be able tocall witnesses 
to give evidence as to the prisoner's respect- 
ability. He gave the Judge to understand 
that he was instructed by his client 
to serve subpenas on various high and 
mighty personages who had figured at vari- 
ous times as Mrs. Jeffries’ customers and to 
call them one after the other into the witness- 
box. The Judge, who is well known in society 
as being very ambitious, immediately saw the 
scandal which would result from such an ex- 
posure, adjourned the courtfor a couple of 
hours and summoned the counsel of Mrs. Jef- 
fries to a confidential conference with him in 
the Judge's private room. 

THE UPSHOT 
of the whole matter was that when the court 
reassembled the prisoner was allowed to alter 
her plea of not guilty’’ to one of ‘‘guilty,’’ 
and that instead of a term of imprison- 
ment being imposed the penalty was 
limited to a mere fine of $1,000. A check 
was immediately given for the amount, 
and Mrs. Jeffries, who is a most repulsive- 
looking old woman of 68, drove away from the 
court in her handsomely appointed brougham, 
with liveried servants on the box. The Police 
Inspector who had been indiscreet enough to 
make the arrest was shortly aiterward dis- 
missed on some frivolous pretext, and strict 
orders were given by Sir Edmund Henderson, 
and reiterated by Sir Charles Warren on as- 
suming the Chief Commissionersbip of Police, 
to the effect that the olice should ab- 
stain from all interference with 41s 
orderly houses. Of course there 
was a great outcry in the public 
press at the time, more especially as the name 
of the King of the Belgians and of several 
high personages in England had been either 
mentioned or pointedly hinted at by Mrs. Jet 
fries’ counsel duringthe trial. The Queen was 
thoroughly indignant, and notwithstanding 
his frequent trips to London absolutely re- 
fused to receive King Leopold, who Is her first 
cousin, until last summer, on the occasion of 
the jubilee ceremonies. Unfortunately, 
MRS. JEFFRIES, 

emboldened by her success, overrated her 

ower und influence and continued to pursue 

er infamous uvocation in too brazen a man- 
ner. The police having refused to take 
any cognizance of the complaints 
against her the vestry of the Parish of 
Kensington was appealed to and forthwith 
undertook the prosecution of the case. The 
solicitor of the vestry was instructed to put 
forward the charges against her, and Mr. 

*artidge, the independent and stout old 
Magistrate of the Westminster Police Court, 
immediately issued a warrant for her arrest. 
The latter took place the same day, and as it 
was not the first offense the Magistrate com- 
mitted her for trial and sent her to jail without 
allowing bail. Nothing, therefore, can pre- 
vent her being brought upfor trialon the 
criminal charge before a judgeof the High 
Court ot Justice and an independent jury at 
the Old Bailey about two months hence. 
Should Mrs. Jeffries carryout her threat of 
subponaing all her former clients to bear evi- 
dence to her character in the witness-box a 
terrible scandal will be the result. It may be 
of interest to add that Mr. Eddis, the Judge 
who acted with so much discretion at the time 
of Mrs. Jeffries’ first arrest, received 
his reward a few months ago in the shape of 
a knighthood.

Herewith is presented tothe readers of the 
SUNDAY PoOSt-DISPaTcH a very interesting and 
important chapter from Ignatius Donnel- 
ly’s ‘‘The Great Cryptogram,’’ soon to be puh 
lished by R. S. Peale & Co. of Chieaco.

The original sheets of the author's mannu-

The great gilt arm-chuirs, or 
rather, thrones, were sold for $380 each—not 
one-third their original value. To be sure 
they were rather too large, and showy fora 
drawing-room, and were only fit for the stage.
